and consulted psychologists. 

Their advice covers what to do before 
boarding an aircraft behavior during a hi 
jack and how to get over the experience The 
tips are practical. Dress in casual, comfort 
able clothes, not just because hijacks tend to 
take place in hot countries but because it 
helps you to merge with the crowd 

"When terrorists look around lor a victim 
lo murder in order to prove their ruthless 
nrss. they lend to pick out the conspicuous 
Ihe man with Ihe vicuna coal whu is. to 


them, a capitalist pig and therefore an 
enemy worthy of death 
Dobson and Payne say the short answer on 
what to do during a hijack is—nothing A 
passenger should be inconspicuous, because 
troublemakers or potmtlally important hus 
luges are always the first to be killed 
Forget any thought of heroics, they say. 
terrorists usually are fanatics and uften 
have been trained tu cope with amateurs 
Try Ui establish rapport with the hijack 
ers. say Dobson and Payne, for that is a 
lifeline—they lend mil tu shoot once some 
son of relationship has been established 
and a buddy teeling builds up

STOCKHOLM (AP) - The last dance had begun at a 
partv celebrating the end af the school year when the 
ballroom began to nil with smoke. Minutes later the 
71 year-old Boras City Hotel was engulfed by a fire 
that killed at least 20 young Swedes and Injured 59 

"I saw burning \ouths Jump through the windows. " 
said Bill Hansson. who witnessed the blare early 
Saturday morning "They looked like living torches. 

"For nearly 10 minutes I saw crying people crawling 
In the streets before the ambulances came. Every¬ 
where. screams and tears. 1 tried to help but It was 
dimeult." 

Witnesses said the fire began about 2: M a m. In the 
lobby of the six storey hotel In Boras, a Swedish 
textile-producing city 99 kilometres east of Goteborg 
and 300 kilometres southwest of Stockholm. They said 
names quickly leaped to the second-floor restaurant 
and the third-floor ballroom where about 1M party- 
goers. many of them celerattng their graduation from 
a local technical college, were dancing the last 
dance. 

"MANY DID NOT BELIEVE ME when I told them 
there was a fire so I had to literally throw people out." 
said Peter Bendzowski. the manager. "I kept on as 
long as I dared to stay inside." 

Some witnesses reported a nrebomb had been 
thrown Into the lobby from the entrance and others 
said a light bulb had exploded 

"The fire spread explosively." said Police Supt 
Olov Kordgren. "We have no indication It was a 
bomb " 

Nordgren would not speculate on the cause of the 
Bre before the Investigation Is complete 

"All of a sudden It exploded In flames." said one 
witness who was In the restaurant "The only way to 
get out was to Jump through the windows. .. It was 
terrible. Everyone panicked." 

FIREMEN RAISED LADDERS TO THE windows, 
but some of those inside Jumped anyway. The SP-man 
fire brigade brought the blare under control after four 
hours. 

"It was a terrible sight." one fireman said "People 
yelled from all directions. Injured people were lying In 
the street." 

A total of M persons, all aged between is and 23 and 
suffering burns and smoke Inhalation, were taken to a 
nearby hospital In ambulances and taxis About half of 
ihem were treated and released. Four persons with 
burns over as much as <0 per cent of their bodies were 
taken by helicopter later to other hospitals. 

Eight guests staying In the hotel escaped through a 
hack door. Nordgren said. There were no foreigners In 
the building, he said. 

Asked whether he expects to find more bodies In the 
rubble. Nordgren said: "By God. I hope not."

"The Israelis Just wsnt to 
wash their hands off and 
hand over to the Christians, 
who elected their own com¬ 
manders, and we have been 
asked to negotiate with the 
commanders,” Ersklne said. 

Troops of the United Na¬ 
tions Interim Forces In Leba¬ 
non (UNIF1L) have already 
taken up key positions In 
southern Lebanon since the 
Israeli Invasion of the terri¬ 
tory In March. 

The Lebanese Christians 
have sided with Israel 
against the Palestinian guer¬ 
rillas and their Lebanese 
Moslem allies. 

Erskine said he is seeking 
clarification from the Leba- 
nese government about the 
lebanesr Christian forces In 
the 10-kllometre-wlde strip 
north of the Israeli border

Cuba hurls wrench 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Cuban President Fidel Castro 
mid the United States last 
month he tried unsuccessful 
ly to prevent Kalangese 
rebels from invading Zaire's 
copper-rich Shaba Province. 
Ihe Washington Post reported 
Saturday. 

The Post said Castro con¬ 
firmed to a U S. diplomat 
that he knew about the rebel 
plans a month before the In¬ 
vasion, In effect corroborat 
Ing President Carter's 
charge that Cuba had ad¬ 
vance knowledge of the in¬ 
cursion. 

But the Cuban leader s con- 
lention that he tried to stop 
ihe cross-border invasion put 
him In sharp conflict with 
Carter, who charged May 25 
that Cuba "obviously did 
nothing" to restrain the in¬ 
vader!., 

Castro's comments sur¬ 
faced in a secret report from 
Lyle Lane, top U.S. diplomat 
in Havana, to the Senate for¬ 
eign relations committee, 
which 1s trying to determine 
Cuba's role In the Invasion. 

Sources familiar with 
Lane’s report quoted Castro 
as saying on May 17 he tried 
to persuade the Angolan gov¬ 
ernment of President Agos- 
tlno Neto to restrain Ihe at¬ 
tack Into Shaba Prov ince, Ihe 
Post taid.

Detective maeazines 

Sexual material 
‘study’ needed 


OTTAWA (CP) — A repre 
tentative of a major lour 
operating firm has crlticlied 
the Canadian transport com¬ 
mission. saying It la blocking 
cut-rate air fares on Interna¬ 
tional flights from Canada 
and falling to serve the public 
interest. 

"The very concept nf Inter¬ 
national charter travel from 
Canada la In severe danger.” 
Patrick de Montbrun. Otta¬ 
wa representatives of Sun 
tours Ltd., said In a recent 
statement 

The commlaslon. which 
regulates air fares, "may be 
protecting Air Canada, boi 
not you or me." he said. 

He said Suntours had pro 
posed offering round-trip 
England-Ottawa charier 
fares for as little as *17*. 
which would have cut about 
t!50 from current charter 
prices. The cut-rate fares 
would have been usod to fill 
seals remaining empty Just 
before flight lime 

The proposal was rejected 
by the commission because II 
violated a commission rule 
that no airplane teal can br 
sold for less than cost.

He said It appears delec 
live magazines meet these 
criteria. 

The sexual material Is not 
explicit and "most people 


would not consider these 
magazines erotic," he said. 
"They would almoat ba as- 
eluded as aexual material In 
that they rarely show naked 
bodies, though they are very 
big on tom clothing." 

Researchers found that the 
65 magazines studied con¬ 
tained considerable sexual 
violence. 

About 15 per cent of the 
stories were about rape or 
murder and more than M per 
cent of the covers suggested 
sexual assault. Freeman 
said. 

He said the magazines may 
offer a necessary oullat for 
people with violent feelings

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Something 
of our own 


IF THE TRUTH IS KNOWN, most of us have 
perhaps heard more than we really rare to about 
the Sasqualch. But despite our take-ll-or-leave- 
It attitude, habit dies hard. 

It is difficult to deny, for Instance, that 
where once we were intrigued by stories from 
the Himalayas about the Abominable Snow¬ 
man, we found it more to our liking to have a 
similar being of our very own. a being Just 
as real or Just as mythical as India's often-seen 
but never-caught creature of the snows and 
wastelands. 

Where, when, how and why did It all start? 
We couldn't even hazard a guess when, how, or 
even why (although there might have been very- 
good reasons) the original pukka sahib moun 
talneers saw their first Snowman. 

However, we do have something of a clue as 
to when the first Sasquatch was sighted in 
British Columbia. Not only seen — but actually 
captured! 

It all happened on July 3.1884. when railway- 
engineer Ned Austin was at the throttle as his 
train emerged from a tunnel In the Fraser Can¬ 
yon. There, Just ahead, he saw what he thought 
was a man lying near the tracks. Applying the 
brakes, he stopped the engine and he and his 
crew headed for (Be body which suddenly came 
to life and took off. revealing Itself, according to 
reports, as something not quite human. 

Engineer Ned and his companions succeed¬ 
ed In capturing the creature and took It to Yale, 
where It dumbfounded the residents. 

The Daily British Colonist of that time pro¬ 
vides the following description: 

'Jacko,' as the creature has been called by 
Its ruplurerv Is something of the gorilla type 
standing about four feet seven Inches In height 
and weighing iff pounds. He has long, black, 
strong hair and resembles a human being with 
one exception, his entire body, excepting his 
hands (or paws) and feel are covered with ginasy 
hair about one inch long. His forearm Is mach 
longer that a man's forearm, and he possesses 
extraordinary strength ... Since his capture he 
Is very reticent, only uttering a noise which is 
half bark and half growl ... HIa favorite food so 
far Is berries, and he drinks fresh milk w/tb 
evident relish ... 

The article goes on to say that Jacko was In 
the charge of a George Telbury who was 
planning to exhibit him (it) In London. 

Sadly, pie Colonist never followed up the 
story, and to this day we don't know what 
happened to Jacko — whether he eventually was 
released, or escaped, or died in captivity. The 
Ontario monthly journal Early Canadian Life. 
which resurrected the tale in Its edition this 
month, says: "He simply vanished as abruptly 
as he appeared.'' 

But, It adds, Jacko's descendants, although 
elusive, are said to be among us. “Hundreds of 
sightings, hundreds of footprints, and a contra 
versial film, suggest that an unknown species of 
primate does indeed Inhabit the Rocky Moun¬ 
tains ... 

And then there is always that peculiar look¬ 
ing chap who lives just down the street...

ONE OF THE SOVIET UNION’S favorite propa 
ganda taunts to the West is the boast of full 
employment in “the workers' paradise." 

A new version of why this is so comes from 
the Russian author, Viktor Byumtn. “For nearly 
a half century now unemployment has been non¬ 
existent in the U.S.S.R.,” he begins. In his 
country, youths who finish secondary educa¬ 
tion without having been able to decide on a 
vocation are fortunate. “Society then comes to 
their aid by revealing Its requirements and 
orienting them in accordance with their abilities 
and education.” 

For example, during the current five-year 
plan, 120,000 young Russians will be given spe¬ 
cial courses in which they will “learn to adapt 
their personal interests to the Interests of so¬ 
ciety.”

Translated, what the formula for zero unem 
ployment amounts to is the state deciding on job 
assignments with banishment of objectors until 
they come around to deciding that the state 
knows best what is good for them.

The Image of earty man as hunt 
er/klller may have done much tn 
strengthen the concept of aggression 
But killing for reasons of survival Is s 
very different thing from killing for 
reasons of stale. 

So long as men were obliged to hunt 
fbr food they were obliged also to co-op 
crate with one another To be success¬ 
ful. tracklqg. stalking and the attack 
had to be co-ordinated Co-operation, 
not aggression, was the natural human 
instinct. 

It was not until about I0.MM years 
ago. when the development of agrlcul 
lure turned hunting man Into farming 
man. that the conditions for warfare 
began to take shape 

No longer compelled to hunt and kill 
In order to survive, men were able to 
turn to other pursuits. As settlements 
grew In size so did rulers arise to govern 
them 


Ruling, and the poster It conferred, 
unloosed the three deadly alna for whose 
practise power Is essential. Pride, envy 
and covetousness were the harder to 
suppress when the means were at hand 
to Indulge them 

Was a neighboring ruler's palace 
more splendid? Did the proximity of his 
lerrttory to the developing trade routes 
bring him greater wealth? The iompta 
lion to annex them was Irresistible 

How different Is that Impulse from 
the later ones of empire? Whether 
Roman or Turkish. Spanish or French. 
German or Japanese. British or Ameri 
ran or Russian, the Impulse has been 
toward the extension of territory and 
influence by force.

WASHINGTON - Some of 
the smallest and least likely 
nations to be attacked by 
guided missiles and nuclear 
warfare are engaged In de 
velopmenl of extensive civil 
defence. 

The one large nation In the 
world which has spent a good 
many millions of dollars on 
deep shelters la Soviet Run 
sla. 

In the event the Russians 
ever were engaged In a nucle 
ar war. thousands of their 
workers In key war Industries 
would be provided with deep 
shelters equipped with food, 
water, clothing and air condi 
Honing 

In the last several years 
there has been some attempt 
too on the part of the Red 
Chinese to Construct civil de¬ 
fences, and parllculgrly in 
areas containing their chief 
Industrial set-ups and such 
large cities as Peking. Shang 
hal and Canton. 

Finland, Sweden, Switzer¬ 
land. and to a lesser degree 
Norway and Cuba, have been 
busy working on civil de 
fence. The Cubans have 
many deep caves which un 
doubiedly could be used — 
the same caves where the 
Russian missiles ordered 
there by Nikita Khrushchev 
were stored. 

No one In this country 
knows for certlan that the 
missiles were removed and 
they might still be stored in 
these deep underground 
caves and vaults, 

The Swiss are determined

In tistcrmundlgen. a sub¬

Those can easily be spotted 
near mysterious ramps 
which lead down to a pair of 
huge red doors opening Into 
the underground fortifies 
lions.

In Finland, especially Hel¬ 
sinki. the capital, use has 
been made of the nearby hills 
of granite. Some of these 
were used In the two winter 
wars which the Finns fought 
alone against Soviet Russia 
to try to retain their freedom, 
which they have fought to 
preserve for more than 800 
years. 

In Switzerland a law has 
been passed that the govern 
ment. by the year 2000. Is 
obligated to have facilities tn 
protect the entire population 
"against the effects of a mod 
ern war." 

Hans Mumenthaler. the na¬ 
tional director of civil de¬ 
fence. says that the current 
program when completed 
will have cost the taxpayers 
about 23 billion. 

Al present, the laws of 


Switzerland provide that 
whenever an apartment 
house or a home is built, or 
even remodeled, the owner 
must provide shelters up to 
exacting federal standards 
and pay half the cost himself. 
The remainder Is paid from 
funds received from various

Two main power blocs, the 

venting coalition and the 

nlon of the Left, went Into 
the election campaign. When 
the dust cleared at the end of 
It. four distinct political 
forces could be discerned. 

The governing coalition, 
having won the election, are 
carrying on In power, but the 
Republicans and Gaulllsts 
who compose It are hitting 
out at each other with no 
holds barred. 

Jacques Chirac, the Gaul- 
llst leader, accuses the Re¬ 
publicans — the president's 
men — of trying to weaken 
the Gaulllsts by underhanded 
means, and of aiming at a 
coalition with the Socialists 
which would represent 
ilng Gaulltsm has ever 
against. 

Republicans for their 
part — cock-a-hoop after an 
unexpectedly rewarding run 
In the election — are scoffing 
at the Gaulllsts as a declining 
force In the political field. 

On the left, the Union of 
Socialists. Communists and 
Left Radicals still survives, 
but only on paper; and even 
the paper Is In tatters. 

Georges Marchais, the 
Communist leader, puts all 
the blame for the left's elec¬ 
toral defeat on the "obstina¬ 
cy" of the Socialists. Fran¬ 
cois Mltterand, the Socialist 
leader, retorts that the real 
cause was Communist "trea¬ 
son" during the election cam¬ 
paign. 

While each of the two blocs 
Is thus a prey to Internal divi¬ 
sions. the Individual parties 
within the blocs — with the 
notable exception of Presi¬ 
dent Discard's Republicans 
— are no less divided them 
selves. 

The Gaulllsts are also al 
odds among themselves on 
the question of next year's 
direct elections to the Euro¬ 
pean Parliament. Diehard 
Gaulllsts like Michel Debre 
are against the elections, and 
Chirac is not yet sure where 
he stands 

On the left, Mltterand has 
tacitly admitted that the 
election defeat of the Social- 
lata was followed by a strug¬ 
gle for power within the 
party, but he claims that, 
thanks to the support of the 
younger generation, the 
struggle hat been won by 
him. 

The Left Radicals are torn 
between those who want to 
remain loyal to the Union of 
the Left and those who want 
the party to strike out on its 
own. somewhere to the left of 
centre. 

But It Is the rift within the 
Communist ranks that Is now 


dominating the French politi¬ 
cal scene. 

Two leading party pundllx. 
Jean Ellensteln and Louis 
Althusser — the one a liberal 
Eurocommunist Intellectual, 
the other a dedicated Marx 
Ist-Lenlnist philosopher — 
have taken up the cudgels 
not as one would have 
thought against each other 
but both together against the 
party leadership. 

Denied an outlet for their 
criticism In the party paper 
L'Humanlte. the rebel pair 
aired their grievances In U • 
Monde, and It was this, even 
more than their accusations 
of electoral bungling and tup 
preaslon of democracy within 
the party, that Infuriated 
Marchais and the hardliners 
who support him. 

Moscow It also furious. As 
If Its own dissidents were nm 
enough to contend with, ii 
turned oil Ellensteln and 
branded him, In the columns 
of New Times, as "anll-Se 
viet. anti communist and an 
enemy of Socialism." 

The attack provoked the 
sardonic comment from El 
lenslein: “I wonder how 
many years In a labor camp 
or In a psychiatric ward I 
have now qualified for." 

On May 14 a manifesto rr 
Jected as outrageous the 
party leader's Insinuations 
that his critics were aiming 
at the liquidation of the parts 

To this, Marchais and his 
men, entrenched in the Polll 
boro, reacted sharply by de¬ 
scribing the manifesto at "a 
flagrant violation of the parts 
principle of democratic cen¬ 
tralism" — that Is. the prln 
ciple of rule from the top 
which, the critics say. should 
be made more democratic 
and less centralized. 

And now an Interview b' 
Althusser In an Italian Com

IT IS HARDLY my wonder that many of our 
citizens are skeptical of what Is referred to as law and 
order. There are far too many Instances of rich, In¬ 
fluential people receiving rather lenient sentencing for 
what are regarded as fairly major wrong-doings, espe¬ 
cially In the area of fraud or embezzlement, whereas 
those not In possession of wealth or Influence, find 
themselves on the short end of long sentencing for 
transgressions of seemingly less Import. It has long 
been a Joke that there Is one law for the rich, another 
for the poor. 

There Is also a feeling of resignation from those 
who believe the law must be upheld and who often see 
what they feel to be major wrongs receiving Inade 
quale penalties. 

1 have had many Indignant queries about the dis¬ 
posal of a case wherein a young man received a Woo 
fine after being convicted of dangerous driving that 
look the life of another person. The Indignation wasn't 
necessarily concerned with what appears to be a 
rather Insignificant fine for the taking of a life, but 
with the definition of crimlnally-negllgent driving as 
opposed to dangerous driving. 

Criminal negligence is defined as wanton nr reck¬ 
less disregard for the lives and safety of others. 
Dangerous driving comes out as driving that Is likely 
to cause Injury or Is unsafe. 

Now In the rase In question, the convicted driver 
drove at speeds of up to 70 miles per hour In a 
33-mlle-per-hour zone during a heavy rainstorm. It 
seems only natural to conclude that such an action Is 
wanton and with reckless disregard for the lives and 
safety of others. It resulted In the death of an Innocent 
human being, so how else can It be possibly viewed? 

I suggest It Is a splitting of hairs and that the 
com Icted driver got off far too easily and that the 
public does have good cause for Indignation. 


I LIKE STORIES where a man gives up big money 
for peace of mind — and there are not that many 
stories of this nature around. Bruce Glencrosa Is an 
asslstdnt golf pro at Uplands, but up until a couple of 
years ago. Bruce was a dentist doing a thriving 
business In Toronto.

Just in case Vic Stephens, the Oak Bay Conservative, 
has struck a chord with his appeal to man the anti-tax barri 
cades, belter pause and think for a minute. 

If y ou haven't paid your taxes by June 30 of this year, a 
five per cent penalty will be added. If you still haven't paid 
by the end of November a further five per cent penalty will 
be added. And If you are still hanging tough as of January 
the First of a nice New Year, you'll start paying 13 per cent 
interest on what you owe. 

Don't forget, all Stephens Is offering Is free legal advice 
lie Isn't offering to pay the lax bill which you, dear friend, 
will eventually have to pay or lose your property. 

The penalties don't end with the 12 per cent interest 
charged as of January. l#7», by the way. A year later to the 
day another 12 per cent Interest Is charged on the unpaid 
balance and Just totted up against your property. 

And If after that you are still following Stephen's 
doomed flag, you'll have until September of I9N0 to clean up 
the financial backlog or face the prospect of having your 
property sold for taxes. 

Again, Stephens offers only legal advice which, under 
those circumstances, would be of little comfort to tbe 
by-then completely bewildered taxpayer. 

If the property owner lived In Victoria, there could be an 
added twist In the trail to loss of property. Victoria council 
decided some time ago to seek court decisions when unpaid 
laves reached a certain total. For the average homoowncr 
that time would arrive some time In late IBTtl. There is little 
’doubt as to the winner of such a court case — unless there 
was some incredible mlxup In the paper work. 

And again Vic Stephans offers legal advice, but he 
doesn't say anything about court costs If they're levied 
against llte householder 

So, buttered though we may be by taxes, frustrated 
though we may be. resentful though we may be. let s think 
carefully before signing up to follow what is only a flug of 
political convenience 

Am I suggesting that there should be no protest against 
rising property taxes? Heavens, no. I'm suggesting that If 
and when we make our protest we make it with logic and 
with some sound, practical demands In our argument. 

burning municpal tux bills on Ihe steps uf the Legisla¬ 
ture will get Stephens a lot of exposure. But that's all. In the 
long run people will prove far more sensible than he 
considers them and will reject his antl-laxatlon stand and 
suspect this stability fur a long time. 

Stephens should know that simplistic attacks on Ihe 
property tax system invite simplistic answers. When he was 
given a series of simplistic answers from Human Resources 
Minister William Vander /aim the other day he could only 
retort angrily that Vander Zulm wasn't the minister of 
finance or the premier and had no right saying what he was 
saying. 

Vander Zulm calmly told Stephens that the provincial 
government could chop a billion dollars, that's right a 
billion, off the provincial budget without loo much trouble. 

All you do Is wipe out your basic social programs and 
fire the public servants running them. And there It Is. almost 
overnight, the budget slash every body wanted 

At Ihe municipal level, which Is where Stephens should 
be If he's serious, the answer to spending Is equally easy tu 
solve. 

In Victoria we could cut off the loss-leaders for a few 
y ears and save a bundle of cash. For starters, all municipal 
governments could eliminate their recreational programs 
und force the kids bac|t on the streets for what we like to call 
a dose of the good old-days. A ridiculous suggestion, of 
course, but a quick way to save a lot of money. 

The McPherson Theatre could be closed and Beacon Hill 
Park could be let go for a few years while we save a lltllc 
cash. So could the olher parks which dot Victoria. 

The people operating In these various areas could just 
be let go. 

Having dune those little numbers, city council could 
quickly push through a bylaw making all householders

AZAP said the training would be part of a general 
revamping of Zaire's armed forces An estimated 4.000 
rebels, who had fled Into neighboring Angola after a 
secession movement was crushed In the l(80s. Invaded 
intneral-rich Shaba In mid M»v 
They occupied the comer centre of Kolweri for more 
than a week and then were driven nut»by French and 
Belgian paratroopers flown Into Zaire to bolster Mobutu's 
government. 


The French and Belgian units are being withdrawn, 
and a pro-western African military force formed around 
a core of some l. 500 Moroccan soldiers Is being organ 
i/ed to help Zaire defend Itself 

Belgium and France have provided military training to 
Zairean forces In the past, but mainly for ihe officers 
Observers said the new plan reported by AZAP probably

Last month the six-week 
old owls, orphaned In Alber 
ta. were flow n by the Calgary 
coo to naturalist Clio Mathe 
son of North Saanich

In another comer of the 
basement on the Malhesons' 
six-acre farm. In his own

Trog (for troglodyte, a pre 
historic cpve dweller), an¬ 
other young orphan, was re¬ 
covering from an Injured 
'thumb" 

The fish and wildlife 
branch sent him to the Math 
esons last Thursday 

The Mathesons' basement 
Is a leisure play area for peo 
pie, owls, squealing rac¬ 
coons, Scottish deerhounds 
and an Indifferent orange cal, 
the entire scene resembling 
the famous oil painting. The 
Peaceable Kingdom, by 
Quaker artist Edward Hicks 
(1740-18(9). where tigers, 
cows and children all seem to 
co-exist peacefully. 

"I've got mice and things 
for the owls, but (hey seem to 
have gone off mire," Mrs. 
Matheson said 

"I usually get surplus white 
lab mice from Camosun Col¬ 
lege 

"I come to a screeching 
hall on the highway to pick up 
things that have been run 
over." she said. 

When the owls are a liule 
older, they'll be gradually 
taught to hunt and- fly for 
themselves with the Mathe 
son farm as a base 

If they're anything like 
Orlii the bald eagle shot 
about four years ago near 
Nanaimo and cared for by the' 
Mathesons since (hen. the 
owls will remain residents on 
the farm 

Orllc. a female, has trouble 
bending her left wing because 
of the old wound Orllc’s fa¬ 
vorite food is fish, obtained 
by the Mathesons from the 
local fish market as a much 
appreciated gift

The food bill for the birds is 
about Hi a week, and feed for 
all tbe other animals runs 
into the hundreds of dollars

On Saturday. Orlic was

"She's just being charm¬ 
ing."

Last year about 4i ani¬ 
mals. not counting innumer 
able Injured crows and 
robins, were cared for by the 
Mathesons and were re¬ 
leased.

"Last year an eagle from 
Bella Bella was brought In. 
poisoned A whole mess of 
owls were brought In from

hi the 1990s Mrs Math- 
eson went to Africa and 
brought back collections of 
animals for the Brookfield 
roo In Chicago, the Calgary 
zoo and Vancouver's Stanley 
Park roo 


"Then we decided that con¬ 
ventional roos were a bad 
idea." she said. 

Matheson and Mrs. Mathe- 
son's parents — her father is 
yachting and wildlife writer 
Miles Smeelon — started the 
Wildlife Reserve of Western 
Canada in 1908. for the pres¬ 
ervation of endangered spe- ] 
ctes indigenous to Canada 

The 420-acre reserve, 
closed to the public, still op¬ 
erates in Calgary Animals 
bred on the reserve are even¬ 
tually released into protected 
areas where they once lived 

Mrs. Matheson became in¬ 
terested in animals about 10 
years ago 

"My parents had a farm in 
Salt Spring Island, so I was 
accustomed to animals. After 
they sold the farm they 
bought a sailboat and sailed 
round the world and I sailed 
with them 

"We sailed to Mombassa. 
and from there we drove to 
what's now called Botswana 
There we stayed with people 
who had a chap with them 
named Jeremy Mallenson. 
curator of the Jersey roo. 
which is Gerald Durrell's roo 
in <lhe Channel Islands, and 
he was collecting animals, 
and that's when I got Interest 
ed In animals." site said. 

Durrell Is a roologist and 
writer who founded a rookigl 
cal park at Jersey, devoted to. 
helping wildlife species 
threatened by extinction. 

Mrs. Matheson said she 
had a saw-whet owl once, that 
since died of old age. that 
followed her everywhere 
when she lived in Africa. 

The owl, named Owly. be 
came attached to her after 
she had handled him for 
more than a year while he 
recovered from a collision 
with a window . 

On a flight to Rhodesia 
once, she took Owly with 
her In a Sailsh basket, with a 
coffee jar filled with live 
mice. 

"I went to the loo to kill a 
mouse, and back at my seat. I 
cut It up with nail scissors " 
While everyone else on the 
plane slept, she fed Ow ly the 
mouse

But In the spring, the tour¬ 
ists begin to arrive and costs 
go up. Located about DO mile* 
north of Los Angeles, the city 
Is a haven for thousands of 
smog- and freeway-weary va¬ 
cationers. 

During the summer, most 
events are centred on the 
ocean. The city has a large 
small-craft harbor and sever 
al busy boat-rental busi¬ 
nesses. A beach Is located In 
the centre of the city and 
others are nearby. 

The Santa Ynei Mountains 
form a backdrop to the city 
and arr popular among the 
mountain-climbing and hik¬ 
ing sets. 

The highlight of the year Is 
the Old Spanish Days Fiesta, 
a five-day bash held In early 
August. Since 1P14, the city 
hat remembered its Spanish 
founders with parades, art 
shows, carnivals, concerts 
and equestrian events. 

For Santa Barbara, It 
seems clear that tha earth¬ 
quake. which. Incidentally, 
measured (.3 on the Richter 
scale, turned out In the long 
run to be a blessing, not a 
tragedy. 


SANTA BARBARA. Calif. 
(CP) — When strolling along 
the palm-tree-lined harbor oT 
this picturesqu* Pacific 
Coast city, It Is difficult to 
think about earthquakes. 

But It was an earthquake, 
which struck In June. Ills, 
and levelled much of the busi¬ 
ness section, that represent¬ 
ed the turning point for this 
city of 74,000. 

Before the quake, Santa 
Barbara was like many other 
California cities—a jumble of 
mismatched, uninspired ar¬ 
chitecture located In a land 
scapa of great scenic charm. 

Soon after the devastation, 
city residents set up an archi¬ 
tectural board of review to 
direct the rebuilding effort. 
Its moat Important decision, 
still In effect, was that all 
new buildings had to be built 
In a similar Mediterranean 
style. 

The result Is a city charac- 
tertsed by light-colored stuc¬ 
co walls, terra-cotta tile 
roofs, bits of wrought-lron 
grlllwork—all on a comfort¬ 
able, human-alsed scale. 

The buildings have many 
Influences, however. Along 
the harborfront. the city re- 
aembiea some French Medi¬ 
terranean villages. Other 
parts are Influenced more by 
the Spanish style and still 
others have even Moorish 
overtone*. 

The attention to beauty 
which was the guiding princi¬ 
ple of the early rebulloer* hat 
been carried on. Wide tide- 
walks are lined with trees 
and dotted with flower boxes. 

Newspaper vending boxes 
and mall boxes are built into 
the sides of stucco benches 
The benches, stucco-sided 
trash bins and drinking foun¬ 
tains are all decorated with 
colorful tile work. 

And one of the greatest 
pleasures la a lack of bill¬ 
boards, banned by a city 
which hates eyesores. 

During the winter, Santa 
Barbara Is a quiet, almost 
sleepy town with reduced 
rales on many hotel rooms 
and lots of moderately-priced

Israel God's sample caM,“ 
says Tamar Newman, "be¬ 
cause there's a little bit of 
everything here.", 

Miss Newman Is well quail- 
fled to judge what Israel 
ulfers visitors. She spent a 
year and a ball studying the 
country and its history in 
depth In e school run by the 
ministry of tourism and now. 
as a licensed tourist guide, 
she travels Israel almost con 
stantly. » 

IN THE PAST “we mostly 
got sentimental tourism ... 
people who came on religious 
pilgrimages, "^rhe adds. But 
a new trend Is showing. 

Tourism Is Israel's largest 
industry. In 1977, more than a 
million visitors came hero, a 
record number for a country 
with a population of Just 3.$ 
million. 

Many were looking for reli¬ 
gious uplift, yes. After all, 
this Is the Holy Land. But for 
the first time ever, many 
came searching for other 
things, too: sports, sunshine, 
and swimming, even spas 
Why- 

GEOFFREY Weill, dtrec 
lor of public relations In 
North America for the Israel 
Ministry of Tourism, says, 
"The bonaflde tourist wants 
culture and history and enter¬ 
tainment. He's been to Eu¬ 
rope twice, end now he wants 
something elae." 

Israel is gearing to give it 
to him. In doing so. the coun¬ 
try's tourism officials also 
are anticipating an annual In- 
flux of two million tourists by 
the mid- 1980s and trying to 
plan for their comfort. That's 
a big Job. for it means open 
Ing hotels and other facilities 
ill areas outside the present 
population centres 

TOURISM will create a 
heavy load on present tourist 
and population areus: Jeru 
Salem and Tel Aviv by their 
very nature will not be able to 
function as the only vacation 
centers, say officials hera. 

So many tourists will have 
to settle for newly developed 
regions. If things go accord¬ 
ing to plan, those will be 
mainly northeast of the Sea of 
Galilee, along the shores of 
the Dead Sea. In Eilat and 
Sinai — "parts of the country 
m w hich there Is no danger of 
overloading, and where there 
is no possibility of any form 
of development other than 
luurlsm."

HISTORY buffs will find 
remains of a Crusader period 
cathedral and ancient city 
walls and a moat at Cae 
sarea. the Roman capital of 
Palestine. Nearby Is a 
Homan theater and, on the 
Mediterranean seashore, a 
partly burled Roman aqua 
duct constructed 2,000 years 
ago to bring sweet water 
from mountain springs.

And when a bass strikes It Is 
• thrilling moment. He 
jsmashes right out of the 
water and hits Ihe plug. If he 
misses, he will come again 
sometimes hitting at the plug 
four or five times and taking 
it right beside Ihe boat.

Sl'RFACE PLUGS are the 
most exciting lo use. They 
gurgle, they pop. they sput¬ 
ter. . and the more noise 
they make the more likely 
you are to catch fish. They 
are especially exciting in Ihe 
darkness, because you can 
hear them, although you 
can't see them and when a 
bass strikes at a surface plug 
on a quiet evening you can 
hear him come right out of 
the water with it 
I like the Fred Arbogast 
Jitterbugs in reds, yellow, 
frog, and black colors They 
take bass day or night and 
their double-lobed lip creates 
a loud paddling noise You 
can troll with a Jitterbug, 
retrieve it continuously when 
casting or retriev e by hesita¬ 
tion. 

THE NOISE of Ihe Jitter¬ 
bug seems to drivo Ihe bass 
crazy. I like to cost as close 
lo shore as 1 can get. Some¬ 
times If I get hooked on a 
little branch al Ihe edge of 
the lake I dangle Ihe Jitter¬ 
bug just on the surface as If a 
frog or mouse has Jumped off 
tho branch. 1 have had bass 
leap out and grab the plug 


when it was inches off the 
water 

Mostly. I cast the Jitterbug 
as close as I can lo Ihe shore¬ 
line . . . and In darkness this 
can be dicy and too often 1 
cast too far and get tangled 
in Ihe bush. When the plug 
lands on the water. 1 take up 
ihe slack line and then let Ihe 
plug sit still for 30 seconds 
The pop of the plug landing 
seems to attract bass from 
some distance away They 
watch that plug and when I 
start to move it, they are 
after It In a flash I re¬ 
trieve the Jitterbug with Its 
gurgling noise for about three 
feet, then let It sit for 10 
seconds, and repesl until I 
get a fish, or have retrieved 
ihe plug to the side of the 
boat. 

That method Is pretty well 
Ihe same for all surfact 
lures. 

HULA POPPERS, with 
their hula skirts, are another 
of my favorite surface plugs 
When I cast It I let It sit Just 
like I do with the Jitterbug, 
but with the Hula Popper, the 
hula skirt squirms and moves 
In Ihe water, attracting the 
bass. I mend my line and give

a short shsrp tug on the rod to 
make the plug pop with a 
ker plunk" sound, then I let 
it rest and repeat. It also can 
be deadly for bass. 

I use a fly rod bass bug In 
much the same manner 
There are hundreds of bass 
lures available and some 
bass anglers have tackle 
boxes full. Bob While, who 
currently leads the. King 
Fisherman Contest with a 
Sib-pound bass from Lang 
ford Lake, has more than 30o 
plugs in his tackle box and 
300 plastic worms and eha 
meleons. The collecting of 
bass lures Is almost as much 
fun as catching the bass. 

THE SPUTTERBCG is a 
floating lure with a large 
head spinner ithat creates a 
terrific surface commotion 
when reeled in fast. Retrieve 
slowly to give a paddling 
sound, or you can fish It In 
Jerks, like a Jitterbug or Hula 
Popper. Most productive 
method Is to allow the lure to 
remain motionless for 10 to 30 
seconds after the cast, then 
pull gently causing the spin¬ 
ner lo turn one or two revolu¬ 
tions. Allow it to remain mo¬ 
tionless again and then 
repeat. 

The Hawaiian Sputterfuss 
has a skirt and is another 
noisy surface lure. It Is a top 
water weedless lure which 
should be retrieved fast on 
Ihe surface Retrieve should 
be started Ihe Instant this 
lure hits the water 
Crixy Crawlers, Fish 
rakes. Mouse, are olher big 
surface bass plugs and there 
are many more 
It Is fairly difficult to buy 
bass lures in Victoria, but 
Alexander's in Hatley shop 
ping centre at Colwood and 
Gordon's Sporting Goods on 
Hillside specialize In them 
and Robinson's on Broad 
have a limited stock. If you 
want to fish bass, and if 
you are travelling in Ihe 
L'.S.A. it would be a good 
Idea to slock up on a few bass 
plugs, because the Ameri¬ 
cans are bass fishing nuts

Dear Dr. Thosteson: What 
does the doctor mean when 
he says some one has a ''re¬ 
ducible hernia"? — A.K. 

I'll define a hernia first. It 
Is the protruding of a body 
part through a break In the 
tissue supposed to hold It in 
place. A groin hernia may be 
protrusion of a loop of Intes 
tine through the abdominal 
wall, for example. 

A reducible hernia is one 
(hat can be pushed back into 
proper position. If (he hernia 
cannot be placed back In pro- 
er position. It Is an “Incar¬ 
cerated hernia." An incar 
i eraled hernia to which blood 
supply is cut off Is a "stran 
gulated hernia." 

These Ihree terms, in fact, 
can describe the progress of 
some hernias, which is why I 
stress early irealmvnt when 
required. A strangulated her 
nia can be serious 
Dear Dr. Thesteson: Please 
send me y our booklet on foot 
care. Hopefully It will contain 
information on having too 
much calcium. I was told that 
this Is the cause of my very 
painful corns, which have ap 
geared on the Inside of both 
little toes. Is the agly cure to 
have them scraped? — Mrs. 
M.D. 

You can t lay this to too 
much calcium in your body . 
The cause of corns Is strictly 
mechanical — continuous 
pressure and friction that 
c auses a thickening or corn! 
ficatlon ol Ihe skin Corns are 
pea-sired affairs shaped like 
corn kernels. In "hard 
corns." which appear over 
bony areas (Joints) the small 
end of Ihe kernel points in¬ 
ward from Ihe skin and can 
be pretty painful. Soft corns, 
which I presume you have, 
are usually located between 
toes. They almost always re¬ 
spond well when pressure 
(from shoes) Is relieved 
Corn plasters of salicylic acid 
help remove them. 

These can also be used for 
hard corns, along with filing 


and (out soaks, but some¬ 
times they may bo too deeply 
imbedded and musl be re¬ 
moved surgically 

Dear Dr. Thosteson: A per¬ 
son ran be bom with too 
much cholesterol. Nervous¬ 
ness can Increase the choles¬ 
terol of a person's blood. 
True? - W.S. 

There may be a tendency 
for members of the same 
family to have high choles¬ 
terol levels. We find high 
lev els In children for no other 
obvious reason. So that's 
true, apparently . 

Nervousness Is a vague 
term Tension and anxiety 
c an Increase the cholesterol 
level, so lest results on tense 
individuals are accepted cau¬ 
tiously. and may have to bo 
repealed 

Dear Dr. Thesteson: Do 

plastic surgeons do facellfls 
in Iheir offices or dot's a per 
son have lo go lo a hospital to 
have it done? — Mr*. L. 

Surgeons can perform rela 
lively simple procedures 
such as skin planning or sili¬ 
cone Injection 16 smooth out 
wrinkles as office proce¬ 
dures. but most other surgery 
usually requires hospital fa 
clllties.

The three MLAs are Recre¬ 
ation and Conservation Min¬ 
ister Sam Bawlf, Agriculture 
Minister James Hewitt and 
backbencher George Ker- 
ster. All three received 
money for expenses while 
serving on a housing commit¬ 
tee. 

It has been claimed that 
because the committee they 
sat on was not appointed by 
the house but by Housing 
Minister Hugh Curtis, the ex¬ 
penses received were re¬ 
ceived Improperly. 

A fourth MLA. Len Baw- 
tree (SC—Shuswap) has 
asked that he alio be Investi¬ 
gated because he, too, re- 
(elved expense funds without 
the authority of the Legtsla- 
turn. 

Former MI.A Scott Wal¬ 
lace, then Conservative 
member lor Oak Bay. also 
received expense money 
without legislative approval, 
las* year Wallace asked the 
supreme court to rule on his 
conduct. 

Mr. Justice Victor Dryer 
later ruled that the matter 
should be decided by parlia¬ 
ment Itself, not by the courts. 

That Judgment was chal¬ 
lenged by the NDP In the 
Legislature Friday, with tho 
challenge supported by Gor¬ 
don Gibson (L—North Van- 
couver-Capllano) and Victor 
Stephens (PC—Oak Bay). 

All three opposition parties 
claim that only the courts can 
properly rule on what could 
be a serious breach of the 
Constitution Act. 

The government Insists 
that the supreme court deci¬ 
sion was correct and that 
parliament has to set Its own 
standards and make Its own 
derisions on the conduct of Its 
members. 

The Opposition asked that 
If the government insists on a 
legislative committee Inves¬ 
tigation. it appoint equal gov¬ 
ernment and opposition rep- 
resentatlon with an 
opposition chairman. 

The government has re¬ 
fused any such guarantee, 
constantly reminding the 
NDP that when Its govern¬ 
ment struck a committee to 
investigate alleged Irregular- 
Itlea In spending by Robert 


Strachan, It appointed a 
heavily government weight¬ 
ed committee. 

NDP House Leader Wil¬ 
liam King says the matters 
are entirely different, with 
the present Issue Indicating a 
possible violation of law, 
while the Strachan rase In¬ 
volved only a possible breach 
of privilege. 

Strachan was cleared of 
any wrong-doing by the gov¬ 
ernment-majority committee 
and the opposition is sure a 
similar "not guilty” verdict 
will be brought down by what 
Gibson called "not a jury of 
peers but s jury of pals.” 

Opposition members at¬ 
tacking the committee pro¬ 
posal used the same argu¬ 
ments used a year ago when 
the committee was struck but 
the opposition boycotted 
meetings.

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Garden Notes 
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BEACH LEA! CURL (A.G., Victoria) 
An application of lime to the ioll In 
which your peach tree lx growing would 
hive no effect whatever upon the leaf 
curl Infection, although If your noil lx 
very deficient In lime, the correction of 
that deficiency will Improve the general 
health of the tree. 

Neither will borax affect the disease 
Moreover, the application of borax la a 
hazardous bualneaa and ahould be at¬ 
tempted only when It la known positive 
that a deficiency of boron exlata. The 
amount required In this caae la very 
small, and even a alight overdose could 
i Injure your tree, while more would kill It 
and even render the aoll sterile for 
several years. This Is why common 
borax lx such an efficient weed and 
grass killer for gravel driveways. 

Must certainly you should not dig up 
and dlacard your tree just because Ithas 
leaf curl disease — this would be like 
throwing out the baby because It has 
chicken pox. Leaf curl Is fairly easy to 
control by spraying thoroughly with any 
good fungicide, but the timing of the 
treatment la all-important. The spray 
should be applied at leaf-fail and again 
In January or early February. 
RUSSELL LUPINS (K.S.. Sidney! 

An Ideal alia to plant Russell lupins is 
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a spot where they can bask In morning 
sunshine and perhaps In the late after 
noon, but with a bit of shade during the 
hottest part of the day. This preference 
Is shared by the day titles, perennial 
phlox and the Peruvian Illy or Alstroe- 
merit, and these are all excellent com 
paniona tor the lupins. 

As tor soli, they like a fibrous loam 
with a lot of old rotted turf in It, plus • 
fair proportion of coarse sand or small 
gravel. While these plants are not lime 
halers to the same degree as rhododen¬ 
drons, azalens and hollies, they do gel 
along much better If lime Is never ap¬ 
plied artificially. 

To the best of my knowledge, the 
lupin Is the only member of the pea 
family with a distaste for lime — all the 
others sre lime-lovers. 

SPRUCE GALLS (G.McA., Victoria) 

Those green and purple swellings on 
the twigs of your spruce tree are galls, 
tha work of the spruce gall aphid. This Is 
a most difficult pest to control, and 1 
suggest you start by snipping off and 
burning as many as possible of the 
Infested twigs. 

To prevent this trouble, spray j-our 
tree times with Malathlon 50 per cent 
emulsion, two teaspoonfuls per gallon of 
slightly soapy water. Apply the first 


spray tn early March, the second In 
early June and the third 10 days after 
the second 

DYING (LAREIA (J.R. Croflon) 

Whenever one of your garden plants 
wilts and dlci from an unknown came, 
it Is always a good Idea to pull It up and 
hive a look at the roots, preferably 
under a magnifying glass. You may find 
grubs or maggots of one kind or an¬ 
other, or (nore likely, root lice sucking 
the juices out of the roots. 

A good treatment for these under 
ground saboteurs Is to drench the roots 
of the surviving plants with Dlailnon 
1I|) per cent liquid emulsion, diluted at 
the rate of two tbsps. per gallon of water 
and about l'j cupfuls for a plant the size 
of a Clarkla — larger plants would 
require more, of course. 

Give each plant a long, slow water 
Ing first with plain water, for the Insec 
llclde solution will penetrate better In 
damp soli than in dry. 

Drought or disease can cause the 
death of bedding plants too. of coursr. 
but in your case It seems unlikely thai 
these troubles should single out just a 
few individual plants — the whole works 
would go. not Just the odd plant here and 
there In the bed

In a Daumier cartoon enti¬ 
tled The Comet of 1857 a thin- 
faced man with squinting 
ey es wearing a nightcap — a 
sort of French Stan Laurel — 
sits bolt upright In bed. star¬ 
ing out his window. Beneath 
the cartoon the line reads: 
"He believes he sees It." 

The line might Just as well 
have read: "He believes ha 
doesn't see It.” 

The point Is, In this early 
UFO cartoon Damler has 
noted a fact that still needs 
emphasis — the predisposi¬ 
tion of the eye to see (or not to 
sue) what It expects, and 
even what It chooses. 

At the time that Close En¬ 
counters of the Third Kind 
was first sweeping North Am¬ 
erica. Dr. J. Allen Hynek, 
director of the Centre for 
UFO Sightings In Evanston. 
III., remarked: “I hope the 
movie will reduce the threat 
of ridicule — that It wilt make 
people feel It Is seta to report 
a UFO." 

After Close Encounters the 
number of letters reporting 
phenomena of one sort or 
another to the Centre for 
UFO Sightings rose from 
about 50 a day to nearly MO 
So Dr. Hynek was proved 
right — or was he? 

Philip J. Kliusa, author of 
UFOs Explained, a party- 


poopar where UFOs are con¬ 
cerned. examined the same 
situation and arrived at an 
upposite conclusion. He too 
predicted that the number 
of UFO reports would rise, 
well, astronomically after 
Close Encounters. But this, 
lie argued, would only prove 
that UFO-slghtlng waa a 
form of mass hysteria — a 
psychic epidemic. 

Even when It comes to fig¬ 
ures. the UFO-Inclined and 
tha UFO-dlsIncllned see dif¬ 
ferent sights. Dr. Hynek and 
his colleagues, conceding 
that DO to 1)5 per cent of UFOs 
can be explained, keep their 
eyes on the five to 10 per cent 
they assume cannot be ex¬ 
plained. 

The unpersuadod tend to be 
llevA that if 05 per cent of 
the UFOs can be explained, 
so could Ihe other flit per 
rent If only the investigators 
would press more vigorously. 
Thus both sides In the con¬ 
troversy present themselves 
as being the more “scientif¬ 
ic.” In typical confrontations 
the UFOluglsts have com¬ 
pared their detractors to 
those who refused to look 
through Galileo's telescopes, 
fcsrlng that what they wuuld 
see might threaten their "be¬ 
lief systems.” 

On Ihe other hand, tha skep¬ 
tics, demanding "hard evi¬ 


dence." have compared 
UFOluglsts to those who be¬ 
lieve In spiritualism, no mat¬ 
ter how many mediums are 
caught knocking on their 
tables 

A poll of the 2.(11 mem¬ 
bers of tho American Astro¬ 
nomical Society Is seen as a 
victory by UFOIoglsts be¬ 
cause only- three per cent be¬ 
lieve UFOs are not worth In¬ 
vestigating. 

But the skeptics see the 
poll as their vindication be¬ 
cause. by ihe neatest of bal¬ 
ances. only three per rant of 
the astronomers at the other 
extreme believe the UFOs 
ate flying saucers, or they're 
extraterrestrial life. Another 
"scientific" standoff 1 

People pretend to be "ob¬ 
jective," but, like Daumier's 
comet-spotter, moat people— 
often for subtle and complex 
reasons — want to believe 
that UFOs exist, or do not 
exist. Belief or disbelief In 
UFOs makes alliances with 
all sorts of other beliefs and 
attitudes In an Individual’s 
life. 

When will ,we do Justice lo 
what Is human In science? In 
The Double Helix ihe Nobel 
sciential James D. Watson 
tried his best. He pointed out 
that even among those who 
■greed that the DNA struc¬ 


ture was due to be perceived, 
there was profound disagree 
inent as to how . 

The physicists suspected the 
biochemists of “witchcraft 
like techniques." The crys 
tallographera believed "the 
only way to establish the 
DNA structure was by pure 
crystallographic ip 
proaches." 

if such partisanship may 
occur with the DNA struc¬ 
ture, can we overestimate the 
vested Interest both UFOlo- 
gists and their critics soon 
develop In their postures? 

For all their famous laid 
back neutrality in the pres¬ 
ence of their data, scientists, 
like the rest of us, become 
winners or losers on the basis 
of the theory they commit 
themselves to. And then they 
double their bet by trying lo 
convert others 

If there are (or If there ar 
not) flying saucers — If the 
home team wins or the hono 
team loses — .Saturn will still 
spin In lls orbits, the sun will 
rise, somewhere the skylark 
will sing. But, for a while at 
least, don’t expect the Dau 
otter man to care. 

The universe has shrunk to 
become the size of his claim' 
about It. and he will notice 
unless It answers the que» 
tlon: "Did I see It? Am I 
right?'*

Are there problems without any good 
answers? Certainly, although many pol¬ 
iticians and most technocrats like to 
pretend otherwise. And gambling Is one 
of them. 

f could make out an excellent case 
for the legalization of gambling. There 
are three or four good reasons It should 
be administered and controlled by the 
state. Reasons of crime, reasons of fi¬ 
nance, reasons of common sense 

The only trouble Is that I could make 
out an equally plausible case against the 
legalization of gambling. Reasons of 
crime, reasons of finance, reasons of 
common sense. 

Prostitution Is another problem 
without any real answers, or even any 
mildly constructive ones. Here, again, 
there are convincing arguments for le¬ 
galizing and medically supervising this 
oldest of professions: ana equally per¬ 
suasive arguments for not doing so. 


I bring up these ambiguous subjects 
because quite often readers will ask me 
to comment In print on one or the other 
— usually readers who already have 
their minds Implacably made up and 
want me to ratio' their views. They are 
Invariably disappointed when I fall lo 
come through, and blame me for being 
"wishy-washy" on such grave miners. 

But. Just as It Is morally culpable lo 
be wishy-washy shout problems that 
have clear-cut solutions, so It Is morally 
culpable to be dogmatic or doctrinaire 
about problems that slip right, through 
your fingers. Only people with tunnel- 
vision, whose prejudices rule their 
minds, are certain that their views on 
gambling or prostitution are correct 
onus. 

To be civilized demands. In large 
pan, that wt develop a tolerance for 
ambiguity This entails the modest re¬ 
cognition that not all human problems 


have solutions, that some cures are 
worse than the allmenu they purport to 
treat, and that doing nothing may be far 
preferable to doing the wrong thing for 
the right reasons. 

Gambling, on any meaningful scale, 
does , not exist In some countries, nor 

R rostttulloa In others, although both 
are been prevalent since tha beginning 
of human history. Their prevalence, or 
their popularity, depends upon the gen 
eral ethos of the particular culture, and 
nut upon whether they are licensed, tv 
gulated, repressed or criminalized 
When we find other, and better 
things to oocupy our minds aad spirits 
with, we will cease to gamble. When sex 
becomes seen as a relationship, and noi 
as an activity, the only customers for 
whores will be that small minority of the 
sexually and emotionally crippled. Until 
such times. If ever. It makes little differ 
ence what public stance we take. Pro 
hlbltlon didn’t prohibit, and Repeal 
didn’t repeal.

VANCOUVER (CP) — The City of Vancouver has 
put 1 holt 10 backyard chicken raising, but could be 
wearing egg on Its face as a result of Its fight against a 
welfare mother. 

The city won Its appeal Friday against the acquit¬ 
tal of Gabrielis Centenary. 37, charged under a city 
bylaw with Illegally keeping chickens In her yard. 

Mr*. Centenary was acquitted In provincial court 
In February after her lawyer, David Stone, argued 
successfully that the bylaw banning chickens, turkeys, 
ducks, geese and other formyard animals was invalid. 

Slone argued again Friday that the bylaw was 
improperly drawn but the Judge rejected his argu 
menls, Including the suggestion thal there was no 
evidence the chickens In question were alive The 
bylaw specifies live chickens, he argued. 

"I am not going to gel rid of the chickens. I'll go In 
Jail first, "said Mrs. Centenary. "My daughter says If 
1 go to Jail, at least 1 will get a decent meal." 

She said she recently clipped ads from a buy and 
sell newspaper for alligators, boa constrictors and 
tarantula spiders. 

"Those things are allowed but a few chickens on 
the outskirts of Vancouver for a mother on welfare is 
not allowed.” she said. "It's ridiculous.” 

Mrs. Centenary, a single parent, is raising two 
teen age daughters on S3M a month from welfare plus 
money she makes as an Italian-English Interpreter In 
the courts. 

Mrs. Centenary said she cannot work because she 
has problems with her spine, a form of hereditary 
anemia and an ulcer. The. eggs are the main source of 
protein for the family and protein is necessary to 
counter the anemia, she said.

Tax cuts set 
' California 
squirming 


SACRAMENTO. Caltf. lAP) - California s landslide 
vote to slash property taxes by more than half has had an 
immediate effect In nearly every city In the state 

School boards are firing teachers and abolishing pro¬ 
grams. City councils are cutting park, library, police and 
fire budgets. 

Public employees are looking for new jobs, while their 
unions are filing lawsuits to try to block or delay layoffs 
after last Tuesday's taxpayer vote for a $7 blllion properly 
lax rut initiative, which Is an amendment to the state 
constitution. 

With few exceptions, the reaction of public officials 
from California (iovenor Kdmund Brown down to city 
c ouncillors has been to cut programs rather than look for 
other sources of revenue 

"No new taxes," the Democratic governor said "Voters 
have told us they want a tax cut. They don't want a shell 
game.” e 

Brown proposed giving local governments the entire $4 
billion in surplus funds accumulated by the state the last 
four years to ease the shock of a $7 blllion tax cut. But when 
that surplus is gone, annual state aid would be cut under 
Brown's proposal. 

The tax Initiative drawn up primarily by Howard 
Jarvis, executive director of a Los Angeles apartment 
owners association, limits annual property taxes to one per 
rent of market value, compared with a current average of 
2.5 per cent. 

Many local officials anticipated the 2-to-t vote In favor 
of the Jarvis initiative, so the reaction to cut budgets has 
been swift. 

The tax-revenue cuts begin July 1 and so do many of the 
layoffs. 

• The Oakland City Council Is closing seven branch 
libraries and the city /.oo as part of a program to terminate 
1.250 of the 4,338 city jobs 

• In Los Angeles. Mayor Tom Bradley called for the 
immediate layoff of 8.700 of the city's 49.000 employees, 
including 1,080 police officers and 800 civilian police cm 
ployees. 

• San Francisco halted all new admissions at one city 
hospital, refused transfers of patients ffcm private hospitals 
into other city hospitals and dosed jvc district health 
centres and four emergency neighborhood aid stations. 

• Santa Clara County supervison'wlll vote on putting a 
$30,000 celling on all county jobs, which would reduce the 
annual salaries of lop county officials as much as $22,000 

• Redwood City is offering employees the choice of a 
four-day work week with a 20-per-cent pay cut or layoffs.

tus is critical," If soaring 
population growth rates are 
to be reduced, food produr 
lion increased, and health 
and nutrition Improved. Gllll- 
gan said. 

"The message Is clear." 
Gilligan said in remarks be¬ 
fore a meeting of the Ameri 
can Association of University 
Women in Baltimore. 

"If population growth rates 
are to be reduced — as they 
must be if the world Is not to 
be submerged by waves of 
unemployed and starving 
people — the education of Ihe 
women in developing coun¬ 
tries is an urgent impera 
live," Gilligan said. 1 

He said unless the popula¬ 
tion booms was curbinl. the 
world's population would 
lump from Its current four 
billion humans to six billion 
in the next 25 years, with 87 
per cent living In the less 
developed countries.

The lineup started at 6 a m . one and a 
half hours before the scheduled opening 
of the philatelic unit, and the first cus¬ 
tomer reportedly bought 2,500 of the 
souvenir sheets, which cost *1 89 each. 


Purchases.of 30 and 40 w ere common By 
12:30 the number of customers had 
reached ttOO. many of them buying for 
others as well as themselves. 

By noon the queue had shortened and 
the 12:30 closing time was extended so 
that all the customers could be served 

Of the 50,000 souvenir sheets receiv ed 
by the post office, between 35.000 and 
40,000 were sold, representing close to 
880.000. First-day covers of the xouveitir 


sheets were sold out by mid-morning, 
and on top of these there were hefty sales 
of the three individual CAPEX 78 
stamps which the souvenir sheets repli¬ 
cate. in denominations of 14 cents. 30 
cents and SI .25. 

Victoria's allotment of the souvenir 
sheets seemed fair at 50.000 The total 
printing was officially stated as being 
3.5 million, which isn't a lot to go around

Try lo establish rapport with the hijack 
ers. say Dobson and Payhe. for that hi a 
lileline—they lend not lo shoot once some 
sort of relationship has been established 
and a buddy feeling builds up

The bitterness could be 
measured by statements 
made In Ihe aftermath to the 
breakdown 

Carl Anshelm. chief nego 
tlator for Ihe Greater Vic¬ 
toria Labor Relations Asso¬ 
ciation. said Ihe firefighters 
had been seeking the highesi 
pay scale of any fire depart 
ment in B.C.. and maintained 
that Ihe "taxpayers of Vic¬ 
toria cannot and shuuld not 
expect such ridiculous 
costs." 

Richard Brideson. presi¬ 
dent of the union, said the 
wage demands would have 
left the men floundering 
among the five lowest paid of 
JO major fire departments 
"The real story Is that the 
taxpayers shouldn't be sub 
iected to the high costs of a 
negotiator (Anshelm) who 
doesn’t do his job." said Bri 
deson 

He said the firefighters 
were being "pushed" Into 
binding arbitration nearly 


every contract year and that 
ihe iaxpayers were puking 
op half the tab 
" And the cost last year was 
even mure for the city. They 
didn't even use Anvhelm In 
arbitration They used a 
high priced negotiator who

BECAUSE PRIZE FIGHTING, 
while returning to public accep¬ 
tance. was still officially frowned 
upon, the fight was prohibited from 
taking place in Victoria. 

The British Cofonist (dally news¬ 
paper of the day) referred to the 
disrepute prize fighting had fallen 
into: "One of the principal causes in 
the decline of prize fighting as a 
national sport has been the ragged 
brigade of black guardixm which 
usually follow s In Itx wake ... It is 
the III conditioned squabbling* of 
the blacklegs, and the reckless 
orgies of the "mauvais sujets" of 
society that have brought the King 
into such bad odor.” 

Despite these disparaging re¬ 
marks about the manly art. the 
Colonist also defended prize fight- 
hut. reporting: "It Is only fair to 
state that this sport has a tendenc y 
to foster a spirit of indomitable 
pluck which has won for us glory 
and renown upon many a battlefield 
in the stern struggle of right against 
might: it should not be forgotten 
that the hardy endurance and hero¬ 
ism that have distinguished British 
soldiers in all quarters of the globe 
may in a measure beOraced to the 
rough habits of muscular indepen¬ 
dence engendered by the admira 
(ion of the fisticuffs and wrestling 


skill with which they have dis¬ 
charged their duties to their pa¬ 
tients.”

To burden the 
world's smallest bird 
with Schizognathous 
anisodactyle Apodi- 
formes seems wrong. 
More to the point, 
perhaps, is "a glitter¬ 
ing fragment of the 
rainbow,” as re¬ 
nowned naturalist 
John James Audubon 
onee saw it. Or maybe 
it's all right to stick to 
the working title: 
hummingbird. 

The incredible Lilliputian that 
graces man) a Victoria garden in 
summer ha.s been a visitor to Van 
com er Island for a long time. It was 
bus> on the west coast when Span¬ 
ish mariners, the first Kuropean 
arrivals, probed the fragmented 
shoreline of the new land. Crew 
members of Johnny-come-lately 
Captain James Cook also spotted it 
Whether they were impressed, 
though. Is something else. The 
btntks say they had quite a session 
with Indian slave women. 

CROSS WRIGHT of a humming 
bird is just more than one tenth of 
an ounce. About 20 per cent of that 
is its four chamber heart, with an¬ 
other 2a or 30 per cent going to the 
pectoral muscles. This powerful 
assembly can produce wingbeats 
from jO to 20 # a second. The mecha¬ 
nism lowers the centre of gravity 
and makes flying more stabilized. 
Further aerial buoyancy is 
achieved by tubular, hollow bones 
linked to the bird's air sacs. 

Called /um /urn. beija flor and 
oiseau mouche by Cubans. Portu¬ 
guese and French, the diminutive 
creature has also been flattened by 
numerous other titles. “The Hum 
bird.” said an observer in lOt. “is 
one of the wonders of the country as 
glorious as the Kaine bow.** If It 
could count, and if it cared about 
such matters, it could brag about 
more than 300 kinfolk on the 
branches of Its family tree. 

Rufous, one of the two varieties 
that visit Vancouver Island, is 
usually just more than three Inches 
and slightly less than four inches 
long. Its official clavsiflcatioo Ls 
St'lasphorus rufus 

Bt SIF.ST OF ITS KIND, rufous 
is also the most outstanding flyer of 
them all. Dazzling in the summer 
brightness, quivering with energy, 
darting, flashing and thrusting 
among the trees and shrubbery, the 
antics earned it the name of “sun- 
bird" by American Indiaas. Rufous 
attacks rivals, defends territory 
against all comers, chatters and 
complains and. like a miniature 
fireball, spans the garden in flight 
that's almost too quick to follow 

After wintering in northwest 
Mexico and tin* lower territories of 
California, rufous heads north 
Travelling at some :J0 miles an 
hour, the average speed of most 
hummingbirds, it flies low level 
along the* great spines of the Rocky 
Mountains and Sierra Nevada

rani blossom'- in the Victoria envi¬ 
rons. where it mas choose to spend 
the summer If not. tt bypasses 
Vancouver Island and keeps going 
until it reaches the muskeg of 
southern Alaska.

TO KEEP GOING, rufous needs 
almost half ils gross weight of food 
a day This has been calculated to 
mean feeding every 10 or ti mi¬ 
nutes. j0 to SO times during day 
light. Nectar, the chief means of 
fuel, is extracted from blossoms via 
a long beak and equally lengthy 
lubular longue that acts as a suc¬ 
tion pump 

In rough weather and food in 
short supply , the little visitor re¬ 
laxes into a st-mi trance or state of 
torpor. Thu-S. the body temperature 
drops, at the same time saving by 
some 20 times the amount of energy 
that would be needed for normal 
sleep. The fact thal the bird can 
waken and be alert instantly from 
Ihis induced state adds to its many- 
remarkable characteristics. 

Something else rufous shares 
with the whole family is good eye¬ 
sight. This, with incredible evasive 
tactics, means trouble can be side 
tracked in a flash It also is the way 
In spot red flowers from distances. 
Too. like every other hummingbird 
in the vast iridescent kingdom they 
create, rufous's feci are used most 


fervor that he repeats and repeats 
again until she finally accepts his 
overtures. His duty done at last, he 
wings away with never a backward 
glance. 

The female begins household 
duties immediately. With liny- 
pieces of moss, bark and lichen she 
fashions a nest that's little larger 
than half a walnut shell. Because 
she has none of her own. she lines it 
with the down and soft fibrous stuff 
from flowers and then anchors it to 
the chosen site with the silk from 
spider webs. Before long it contains 
two parchment white eggs not as 
big as peas. Kach is reckoned In 
weigh about ,0#S ounces, or some 
0.15 grams. 

BETWEEN 12 AND l« DAYS 
later two very small, blind and 
helpless objects kick their way 
through the porous shells Thai it 
happens at all. considering the lack 
of space and the length of ihe im¬ 
prisoned beak even then, the event 
has yet to be recognized as one of 
the world's wonderful wonders She 
assumes sole responsibility for 
feeding the tw ins. w hich she does by 
plunging her beak deep down inside 


the open mouths to regurgitate the 
nourishment. 

This ritual lasts for about two 
weeks. By then the youngsters are 
ready for the fray. Flying comes 
naturally to the fledglings. Except 
for color that's slightly paler than 
their mother to belie their age. their 
aerial contortions could be taken as 
the result of long experience. De¬ 
pending on the weather and avail¬ 
ability of food, a second family may 
be produced before a minute stern 
is presented to the scowls of autumn 
approaching in the north. 

THE OTHER SFECIES that's 
numerous on Vancouver Island is 
called Calyute anna by science, or 
Ainu's hummingbird to residents 
who are charmed and delighted by 
Ihe visitations. A cousin, tagged 
Eugenes fu/gens hy onutboiogieai 
bigwigs, is belter known to the lay¬ 
man as Rivolis hummingbird It 
look the name of the Duke of Rivoti. 
carv nth century nobleman whose 
father had distinguished himself 
during the bottle of Rivoli. Italy, in 
1797. The duke's wife was Anna, 
hence the birds' names 
• Anna's base is mostly in Califor 
nia where it searches (or nectar and 
small insects. The bird is not be¬ 
yond filching from woodpecker and 
sapsucker borings. Anna's selects a 
territory, stays there and guards tt 
with ferocity against ail intruders. 
The 3VU>-t-inch bird doesn'ttravet 
farther north than Vancouver Is¬ 
land. 

Hikers on the island's by ro ad s 
meet up with Anna s evew at efrva- 
tioni of 4.9M and 5.MP feet The 
hardy little bird seems less suscep¬ 
tible to cold than roosin rufaws. 
obstensibly why it's quite at home 
in the wild places of flrrwred. tall 
thistles and pink vine blossoms. It's 
here, the whole terrain hushed and 
the atmosphere almost beady with 
the perfumes of undomesticaled 
things, that the passing whir of little 
wings is very loud. Anna's likes In 
be near water, too. 

THE MALE ANNA'S is a cava 
Her. Gallant and courteous la his 
bride of the moment, he performs 
before her in swill circles, often 
barking like a ground stpanci and 
slopping within inches of where she 
sits watching. Then, like rufous, his 
exit is just as hasty as was his 
arrival once the brief honeymoon is 
over. The female now does what 
every other prospective mother 
hummingbird does. All species 
abide by the same family-raising 
rules. 

People who make tt their busi¬ 
ness to know about hummingbirds 
have a few tips. 

THE BEST FOOD to offer thrm 
is a mixture in ratio of about one 
part sugar to four or five water 
Honey won't do. It contains fungus 
and moulds and could be harmful. 
This should be made in hot water 
and allowed to coni before going 
into feeders. 

Feeders work best if hung in an 
open space, if possible. It dorsal 
matter, though, if they 're t low to a 
house. Once they know there * no 
danger, hummingbirds aren't shy. 
It's this same trust that exposes 
them to rats. 

And just as important as keeping 
the cat out of the way is the need to 
avoid a dirty feeder Both are kill¬ 
ers.

To many Victorians the 
words "Victoria Riding Acad¬ 
emy** simply mean a place for 
people to go and ride horses, 
hut to thousands of us the 
Academy has been a home 
away from home and the place 
where we started a life-long 
love affair with horses. 

AM wr Victoria. there are bone owners, 
like me. who sot their start shovelling out 
manure hi the stables of the riding academy 
operated by Don and Alleen Cariey. To us. who 
dido'I have the money to pay for a ride, a couple 
of hours at wort around the stables meant a half 
hour ride an one of the horses, often with a little 
tuition thrown it by Don or Alleen. There were 
others who could afford to pay for their rides and 
lessons and even some who owned their own 


■I T WE ALL HAVE the same fond me 
modes of the Victoria Riding Academy and 
today many of us own our own horses and cither 
keep them on our own mini farms in the outlying 
areas of Greater Victoria or stable them at one 
of the score of stables which house from four te 


For more than St yean, the Carteys, who 
started Victoria Riding Academy at (he old 
Willows racetrack hi 1925 and continued on after 
their move to the location next to the Uplands 
Golf Course in l»t*. have provided Victoria's 
horsey set with the care, understanding and 
patient instruction needed to promote good 
horsemanship in children from all walks of life. 

To the Cartey s the subject of money has 
never been a problem with their young students, 
but rather the love of horses and the lough spirit 
In continue on when the going gets rough are the 
main requirements that were looked for in their 
pupil 

NOW ON THE EVE of the move U the 
academy, thousands of us. who got our start at 
the acapemy right at the centre of Greater 
Victoria, look back with nostalgia at those happy 
days and with deep regret that today’s young¬ 
sters will have to go farther afield to get the 
experience with horses that we were able to 
enjoy almost on our very doorstep. 

I 'tarried at Carteys back hi the late 1950s 
'helping around the barns. Today I own my own 
horse. Midnight, a Morgan gelding, which I 
board at Yvonne and Tony van de Moriefs, and 
enjoy taking out on trail rides every spare 
moment I have. 

I'M A SECOND GENERATION "Cartey s 
kid." as my father. Gordon Payne, used lo ride 
his own horses al the Victoria Riding Academy's 
old location at I hr old Willows racetrack hi the 
1949*. 

There are huadreds like me. who ride purely 
lor pleasure, bul other graduates of the Victoria 
Hiding Academy have gone on In make names 
ftie themselves in the horse world as breeders, 
show persons and trainers. 

One of these is well-known Victoria horse 
man. Boh Shanks, former owner of Shank's 
Saddlery, who got his start in horses in October 
of tut when he bought his first horse from Don 
Cariey at the Willows racetrack academy 

la llle spring of 1935. Bob began lo take 
riding lessons from Alleen Cariey and wilhin a 
few months started to successfully compete in 


BACK IN THE EARLV days of Hie acadc 
my. Boh fondly recalls. H was quite a social 
cirrle with several stores In town having riding 
nights onre a week for any interested employ ees 
David Spencer lad and the Hudson's Bay parti¬ 
cipated in these. 

Also the academy held hunts and musical 
rides patterned after the Moulded Polite musi 
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•al rides with about 24 lo 32 riders participating 

Bab's wife, Marjorie, also got her start in 
horses at the academy during the years of the 
Second World War. riding academy horses until 
she was able te get her own horse, and continued 
riding there until the late 19*ds on her own horse 

In the early days of the academy, all the 
horses were ridden English as there were no 
western saddles seea in Victoria riding circles 
until the 194k. Terese and Dereck Todd, of 
Victoria, were also early riders at the academy 
and it was Terese who was responsible for 
bringing the first western saddle to the acadr 
my. fbr Todds used lo holiday in Arizona during 
the winter months and M was there that Terese 
rode in a western saddle and liked it so much she 
decided to bring one hack with her to Victoria. 

WHEN SHE RETURNED with the saddle la 
■he riding academy, she caused quite a stir 
among the riders, and as Bob Shanks recalls 
We all looked at H as if it was going to bite us!" 

Later an, during the Second World War. 
people from the shipy ards brought western sad¬ 
dles with them from the prairies and western 
riding began to catch an among Victoria riders. 

There were many other well known riders at 
the academy during the early days at the Wil¬ 
lows racetrack. 

Mrs. Alice Mallek. of Mallek s Ltd . bet aine 
an accomplished horsewoman at the age of a 
grandmother, under the instruct km of Don Car- 
ley. Mrs. Mallek went on to become well known 
in the showing circle and participated in the

Jim Coleman — noted columnist — rode at 
the academy while’he was attending University 
school in the 1939s. He has since gone on lo 
Internationa) fame as a sports columnist and 
also wrote the book A Hoof Print oo My Heart, in 
which he mentions the early days with the 
Carteys and the academy at the old Willows 
racetrack. 

Others who got their start al the academy 
include Harold Husband, of VMD: ex alderman 
(ieoff Edge low; former Victoria mayor Dick 
Wilson: Gordon Harris of Victoria Bonk and 
Stationary: Gerald and Dilys Aitken: Dr. John 
sturdy; Jackie Palmore: Miss Ppter Williams: 
the Yarrow children. Cynthia and Vereyn; Janet 
Straith: foiksinger Ian Tyson: Mrs. D. B llud 
son. who is now well know n in dog obedienc e 
work: Mrs. Doris Gilbrrt; Verna. Charles and 
W aller Beck; Mrs. Patk-nce Burley, the artisi: 
Ed Savannah; Mrs. Madeline Coppinger. who is 
still active in thoroughbred raring and Ron 
M atter. 

JOAN DUNBAR, who now is a noted breeder 
of Arabian show horses at her farm in Central 
Saanich. Arngomery Acres, says she owes a 
great deal lo Don Cariey for helping her get back 
into horses after she didn't think she muld 
because of an injury' she had suffered in England 
before she moved to Victoria. 

But through the help and encouragement 


from Don. Joan continued her involvement with 
hones, from 1934 when she began lo ride at the 
academy, until today. 

According lo Mrs. Dunbar, almost all uf 
\ irloria's horse people got Ihetr start al the old 
Vk-toria Riding Academy. 

Joan's daughter. Jean, a familiar name in 
top-flight horse show competition, shared her 
mother's love of horses and began to ride at the 
agr of six. She began taking riding lessons on the 
academy mounts and then branched out to her 
own horses at age nine when she was given her 
first horse by a relative. 

Jean went on taking riding lessons and 
became a surcssfui competitor in horse shows, 
both here and on the mainland as far as Calgary, 
and hi the United Stales In Pebble Beach. Calif. 
where she won gold medals in dressage and 
ihree-tiay eventing. 

Jean and her mounts. Seven Up. Fens Foley 
and Trailer, became well known in Hie horse 
show circuit ia the 1959s and 1989s She is now 
married and living in Yakima. Wash . where she 
and her husband own a training stable for Grand 
Prix hunters and jumpers < which is the highest 
you can go in show jumping of horses > where 
they accept a few select pupils for training. 

GLENNA AND SHEILA RESIDE, who have 
both become accomplished riders and consistent 
winners m the show ring, got their start at the 
Victoria Riding Academy in the 1959s al age 
nine. Mrs. Reside would drive the girts up lo Ihc 
academy after school for their riding lessons 
every day. BoMi the girls started taking lessons 
on the acadegty mounts and eventually were 
able lo afford their ow n horses, but they helped 
out the Carteys by exercising their thorough 
brvds. 

A typical day for Glenna when she was 
attending high school, was lo be picked up at a: 39 
a.m. by the Carteys an their way to the academy, 
so that she could exercise the thoroughbreds that 
Don Cariey was planning on racing, for about 
one and a half hours, then off lo school for Ihc 
day. after which Mrs. Reside would pick her up 
and take her bark to the stables for her classes 

As Mrs. Reside says: "Both Hie giris praeti 
• ally lived al the academy in those days. Bui we 
didn't worry, beqause the Carteys made all Hie 
girts tow the line?’ 

THE CARLEYS not only provided iheir 
young students with riding instruction, but also 
instilled good morals as welt. It was common 
knowledge that neither Don nor Aileen would 
tolerate swearing or smoking among the girls 
and boys who alteoded Hie academy . and neither 
was cruelty or abuse of the horses tolerated The 
youngsters were taught horsemanship by love 
and kindness from the ground up. and were 
priv ileged with added responsibilities around the 
stables as they progressed in their ability. 

The Resides feel they owe the Carteys and i 
the Vk-toria Riding Academy a great deal and as 
Mrs. Reside puls it: "If it weren't for the 
Carteys I don’t think the girls would ever have 
been riding" (Henna's first saddle was a Christ 
mas present from the Carteys when she was 15 
years old. 

Both Glenna and Sheila eonlinued lo board 
Iheir own horses for 19 years al the Vk-toria 
Riding Academy until the family moved out lo 
Saank-h. 

Glenna and Sheila are now married and still 
actively involved in horses for high pleasun¬ 
riding showing and training and now have their 
own horses stabled at their parents property in 
Saanich. Glenshe Stables. 

BO MEARNS, Victoria's own topflight com¬ 
petition rider who has become well known 
throughout international show cin-lcs. started 
her riding career at the Victoria Riding Acade¬ 
my under Ihc instruct inn of Don Cariey Bo 
learned lo jump at the academy using the a cade 
my mounts and liked it so much she went on to 
further her horsemanship, training in California 
under Col. Alex Sussin at Stanford Cniversity in 
Palo Alto.

Debbie continued her riding lessons in Vk 
toria and after graduating from high school went 
on to attend Humber College in Ontario to take a 
course in equine sludies. which entailed veten 
nary work, studies in anatomy, plus an extensive 
course in horsemanship for two years. During 
this lime, under Hie instruction of Liz Ashlon. 
Debbie qualified for and joined the Inlercolle 
giatr Canadian team of riders and went on to 
successfully compete in shows in Germany and 
AuMria. Debbie competed in the United States in 
New York in the Regional lntercollegiale Horse 
Shows Association show in the jumping events 
and became the first Canadian rider to win Ihe 
Kcgionai show.

They May Be Look-Alikes 
But a Dollar Separates Them 


Two Empresses were up 
for ransom last April as two 
hard-nosed newsmen, one 
from the salty atmosphere of 
the west coast and the other 
from the smugness of Toron¬ 
to, wagered the miserly sum 
of one dollar each on the 
'question as to whether it was 
the Empress of Australia or 
the Empress of Japan, whieh 
brought Their Majesties, King 
George VI and Queen Eliza¬ 
beth to our shores in 1939. 


It livened up a segment of Frost Page 
Challenge and was probably the most interesting 
wager ever made an the Canadian Broadcasting 
Commission during Ha long and illustrious his 
' lory. It had an audience of more than one million 
watchers stretching from St. John's, Newfound 
land, to Victoria. B.C., my birthplace. 

AFTER THE CHALLENGER, in this in 
stance myself, had been indentified as having 
bee* a member of the party which travelled with 
Their Majesties on the Royal Train, I was 
subjected to questions from Pierre Berton and 
passed on to the rough-and-ready Gordon Sin¬ 
clair. who imagined he spotted a flaw in the 
script he had been presented with. He ruffled his 
sparse hairdo, arranged his pugnacious features 
and bellowed out; 

“•That's wrong. It wasn't the Empress of 
Australia. H was the Empress of Japan, the 
biggest ship on the Pacific. I know. I came back 
on her from one of my trips to the Orient.” 

I was pleased tht he had walked into some¬ 
thing I was well versed in. My early training, 
when I covered the waterfront as a marine 
editor, was wide and thorough I was on sealing 
schooners, whalers, every major vessel and 
men-of war including HMS Hood, the mightiest 
of battle cruisers that traverse the Pacific, ail 
the Empresses and Princesses. This experience 
spanned years between the first powered life¬ 
boat on the dangerous west coast up to the 
greatest passenger ship of all lime, the Queen 
Elizabeth. 

Most challengers on Front Page Challenge 
experience some tension when Sinclair takes 
over the questioning, because he may pull a fast 
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one out of the bag, which might provide a 
semblance of embarrassment. When I knew he 
wanted to hang his hat on ships, I made sure I 
kept him on the hook. 

"YOERE WRONG.” I cut in “It was the 
Empress of Australia as the statement before 

you says.” 

There followed a bit of cross fire, finally 
interrupted by Fred Davis, who invited the pair 
“to put up or shulup." 

Sinclair rose to the bait quickly and an 
nounced be would bet anything on the Empress 
of Japan. 

This was what I was hoping for and asked; 

"How much?” 

I was waiting for something sizeable in the 
wager. He looked at me, hesitated, the* waved 
his arm and said; 

"Let's make H a dollar.’’ 

What a letdown. I knew he was wrong and 
wanted to raise it, but Davis passed the qocs 
tiooing to Betty Kennedy, to I closed it off with: 

■rn take it and I’D frame that dollar." 

SINCE THAT ENCOUNTER I have been 
asked hundreds of times, especially in British 
Columbia. "Did you get that dollar?” 

At this writing I haven't caught a glimpse of 
the dollar, but I am hopeful that the bet will be 
honored so I can add H to the many other 
mementoes 1 have collected during my long stay 
on the earth. 

Upon my return to Victoria from Toronto, 
where the Front Page episode was shot, I con 
suited my records to confirm my opinion about 
the Empress of Australia, and also to confirm 
that Sinclair was wrong. I must admit that old 
age does play tricks with memories, but. in this 
case, there was no slip. 

I FOUND TWO PICTURES of the ships and 
the names were discernible on the bows, just 
abaft the anchors. 

The pictures, reproduced with this article, 
are broadside on and there is a strong rose mb 
lence in them, but the sterns tell the story , the 
Australia has the old-fashioned fantail and the 
Japan has a cruiser stem. Also, the Australia. 
having been built in Germany, is more stoggy 
and the Japan. British-built, has racier lines and 
gives an impression of speed, which she made 
pay off by setting all the records for passenger 
vessels between this coast and the Orient, as well 
as Honolulu. 

While delving into my records I found it was a 
Victoria industrialist and the richest man on 
much of the continent. Hon. James Dunsmuir. 
who was the cause of the Australia being built. 
His famous yacht, Dolaura. fresh from the build 
ers' yards, shamed the Kaiser in his own back 
yard, the Kiel Canal. The old Emperor, who 
ended his days, bucking wood in Holland, had 
been tooting about the canal in his decadent 


yacht and immediately gave orders for a new 
boat, which was named Tirpitr 

The Twentieth Century had dawned and 
Dunsmuir had just been elected premier of 
British Columbia and. when he didn’t like it, he 
pulled Hut around Christmas. 1903, when his 
wife. Laura, was about to be delivered of another 
child, which would bring his brood to 12, inelud 
ing 10 girls. 

Dunsmuir was living in his stylish home 
Burleigh, in Victoria West, overlooking the dr 
lightful Gorge waterway. Like his father. 
Robert, who sired 10 children, he was surround 
rd by women and hoped for a son. 

When the doctor informed Dunsmuir “It's 
another girl,” he had passed the half-century 
mark, took a good look at his life and decided to 
do something about all the money he had 
accumulated from his coal mines at Nanaimo. 
Wellington. Extension and Ladysmith, as well as 
bis fleet of ships and allied interests. He har¬ 
kened to Laura's pleas and accepted the invita 
linn from Ottawa to become lieutananl governor 
of British Columbia. This provided new outlet for 
Laura, a belle from Virginia, who loved parties 
and her daughters. It gave them a fashionable 
centre for their gay social life. It was no blessing 
for Dunsmuir, who liked to be with cronies in a 
fishing lodge. 

AS THEIR TENURE in Government House 
was drawing I* a close Laura pursued her dream 
of having a castle of her own, much like her 
mother-in-law, Joan, who had an exceptionally 
handsome edifice, known as Dunsmuir Castle, 
but today referred to as Craigdarroch. 

Dunsmuir called in his friend. Sam McClure, 
whose name is now associated with so many 
heritage buildings in this city, and gave him 
simple instructions. 

"Build her whatever she wants, don l worry 
about the cost.” 

Sam went ahead and, on a square mile of 
virgin land overlooking the Esquimau Lagoon, 
he erected the luxurious Hatley Park Castle. 

Dunsmuir had ideas of his own and. while 
Hatley was building his own dream was taking 
shape in a shipyard in Scotland. It would be the 
biggest yacht afloat. 17$ feet long, with a 920-ton 
tonnage, have a speed of H knots and staterooms 
for 21 guests. The smoking room would be in 
teak, the library golden oak, in Royal blue silk 
and brocade tapestry, mahogany drawing room 
and dining room saloon in dark fumed Flemish 
Oak. Again, the instructions to the builder was 
“spare no expense” but have a steel hull. Duns 
. muir lost his first yacht, the Thistle, when fire 
swept over it. It was a good sized vessel, but was 
built of British Columbia woods 

When the builders asked for the name of the 
yacht. Dunsmuir came up with Dolaura. a com 
bination of his wife’s name. I.aura. and the name 
of his newborn daughter. Dola

Ilunsmuir arranged a list of guests for the 
launching, which included many tilled people in 
Britain. Into which circles some of his sisters had 
graduated as well as a few of his own children 

Dace the party was over, he went for a cruise, 
which included penetrating the Kiel Canal, join 
ing the North Sea with the Baltic. The visit 
■ mneided with one being made by the Kaiser 

HIIEN THE KALSER saw the palatial yacht 
which Dunsmuir was travelling on. he sent an 
aide aboard, with a request that the Emperor be 
permitted to pay a visit. 

The Kaiser was surprised to find that a man 
from this neck of the woods was the owner and 
they engaged in a discussion of conditions here 
as he had been the arbitrator in settling the 
pig-war" on San Juan Island, by the simple 
expediency of awarding the island to the I'nited 
states, a disagreeable derision, as the island is 
our front door 

The Kaiser on returning to his own yacht, 
expressed his displeasure with it and gave in 
strut lions for a new one. In this rase also, no 
expense was to be spared Result, a massive ship 
of 21.WW tons, really an ocean liner, and one 
w Inch w as to be equipped and finished in a most 
extravagant manner. She was to be driven by 
steam turbines and the shafts leading to the 
propellers were to pass through a new type of 
machinery, which had proven practical in 
smaller vessels. 

Then the First World War broke out and the 
yacht, which bore an illustrious German name. 
Tirpitz. was used for transport purposes and the 
Kaiser had little use of her When the war was 
over. Tirpitz became part of the settlement and 
went to Britain, later becoming a unit in the CPR 
fleet. 

SHE W AN REN AMED Empress ol Australia 
for service on the Pacific, w here a larger vessel 
was required to team up with the Empress of 
Asia and the Empress ol Russia. 

It was soon ev ident that the Australia lacked 
the speed required for ships bidding for the hugr 
shipments of raw silk which were pouring out of 
the Orient, heading for the markets in New York 

I had been on Australia a number of times as 
she called, both inbound and outbound, at 
V ic Iona and was aware of the problem the engi 
neers were struggling with. 

Then on Sepl. t, 1923. the Australia was 
catapulted on to the front pages of every news 
paper She was in the centre of the horrify ing fire 
and earthquake which wrecked Yokohama and 
Tokyo and. besides destroy ing more than half a 
million houses and buildings, took a toll of 142.H97 
lives Damage was in the billions of dollars 

Australia was berthed at a thick in Yokohama 
when the earth was convulsed and the harbor 
bottom raised and lifted the ship. The area was a 
mass of flames, the dead and multilated bodies 
were tossed about. As the earth continued to 
heave. Cap! Namual Robinson, master of the 
Australia, stood on his bridge and pondered a 
serious problem. He couldn't move his ship but 
look aboard many survivors, after making sure 
his ship w as not leaking or in immediate danger 
There was fear the pounding the ship's bottom 
received by the movement of the earth might 
have damaged some of the plates. 

European. American and Canadian people, 
w ho had been holidaying or on business in Japan, 
and who had survived the disaster, were anx 
ious to get away as quickly as possible and. if the 
Australia das seaworthy, they warned passage 
on her when she cleared for Y'ictoria. 

Cap! Robinson, after rendering valuable ser 
vice to the Japanese for which he was decorated 
completed a survey of his ship and advised his 
owners that she was prepared to evacuate sum 
vors When she cleared Y okohama she was fully 
booked and would be the first ship to depart and 
ihereby would bring the full details to the 
shocked world, which had been informed by 
cable of its magnitude only in skcllon form 

I REMEMBER the arrival of Australia at 
William Head quarantine station and of the 
enthusiastic reception given the survivors who 
had lost heavily of their posessions in Japan 
Then- were special facilities for them here and 
later in Vancouver, where they wen- assisted in 
their haste to get to their families or relatives 

I remember going into the engine room of 
Australia and ihe staff expaining w hat it was like 
to be locked in there when the earth was in 
turmoil. To them Ihe floor of the expansive and 
well illuminated engine room seemed to fold in 
waves. The sensation was hard to describe 

It was apparent that the machinery would 
have to be corrected as she was not to be a factor 


in the transpacific trade even if she was still a 
comfortable sea boat and her passenger accom 
modatiou was superb. She was tnnsfered to the 
Atlantic where she could operate as a cruise ship 
and pick up a spot when needed In Ihe profitable 
trade out of British ports lo Canada. 

IT HAD BEEN THE intention to bring King 
George and Queen Elizabeth to Canada in the 
battle cruiser Repulse but. the clouds of the 
Second World War were revealing the cruel hand 
of Hitler and the order was cancelled and He 
puke remained at home after pay ing one visit to 
Victoria with HUS Hood Both these ships. Hood 
and Repulse, tied up side-by-side at the Ogden 
Point docks here, the only time they had been 
able to do this In any port of the world. 

Strange, too, both these magnificent ships 
met their fate not long afterwards. Hood being 
hit by a lucky shot from the Bismarck and 
sinking with over I.MN hands in the North Allan 
tic. and. Repulse. In a headlong rush with an 
other battle cruiser. HMS Prince of Wales, to the 
relief of Hong Kong, in 1*41. being torpedoed by 
Japanese planes. Churchill foiled to recognize 
the value of air power and sent both ships to their 
doom. 

The Empress ol Australia, with the spacious 
accommodation, which had been fashioned for 
the Kaiser and his haughty followers, was avail¬ 
able at the moment Repulse was removed for the 
picture and was summonsed to bring the King 
and Queen to Canada. She was commanded by 
Capt. A. R. Meikle who at one time served as an 
officer in Repusle. 

AC.STRALLA'S SPEED, or lack of it, meant 
nothing to the crossing but it would have comr in 
handy after the ship was locked in an iceberg 
field off the Grand Banks of Newfoundland: 
where the mighty liner Titanic had gone to her 
doom on April «. 1912. taking 1.633 passengers 
and crew members to their death. 

Capt. Meikle could take no chances with 
Their Majesties and. for two days. Australia just 
kept steerage way and when the fog lifted and 
Ihe icebergs had passed by. the voyage was 
resumed. It was impossible to recover the lost 
time and the reception at Wolfe's Cove in Quebec 
city had to be postponed two days. Pictures were 
taken of the King and Queen exercising on the 
deck of Australia in the icefield, bundled up in 
heavy clothing. 

The Empress of Japan also had the honor of 
carrying royalty. King Prajahlpok and Queen 
Bambai Bamle. of Siam, in 1931. She was re 
cently from her builders' yards In Britain and 
seeking fresh laurels In the silk trade. The time 
for the crossing from Yokohama to Victoria had 
been reduced, and. It was hoped the Japan would 
set records that would stand forever. 

The original Empress ol Japan had rut the 
steaming time from 14 days to 16 days, three 
hours and 39 minutes. Then along came the twin 
Empresses, Asia and Russia, which in 1914 
covered it in eight days, 18 hours, where it 
remained until 1923 when another new Empress, 
the Canada, cut another eight hours from it. 

As the new 26.006-ton Empress ol Japan, 
loaded a $10,066,060 cargo of silk and the cute 
little monarrhs ol Slam boarded her in 1931. 
there was plenty of evidence that she would 
make an attempt to crack the record. The 
publicity w ould be enormous and the CPR w ould 
welcome it. 

The Empress of Japan steamed into Victoria 
after a run of seven days. 26 hours and 16 
minutes. 

I BOARDED Empress of Japan and sought 


out the King's quarters only to be infotwted that 
he had a cold, contracted after too mack expw 
sure to Ihe cool breezes of the North Pacific f 
was to meet him on his return trip following the 
eye operation in New York. but. even without 
him. there was much interest in his party, uhirb 
included a very attractive Queen and 36 others 
including two cooks, who provided Ihe uw u ta a l 
food 

The King, whose father has been portrayed to 
The King and I by Yul Bruyner, bad suffered a 
setback when a boy. having been subjected |a a 
new rule which forced him lo embrace iwsv. 
gamy, whereas his father had had 6*6 wives, who 
gave him 134 sons and 236 daughters, most «t 
whom had been provided with gov ernment jobs 
Even at that. King Prajahipok didn't do low 
badly as hr was then burdened wRh a drrea 
dency front the God Buddha, was supreme rater 
of the ebb tide, brother of the moon, half brother 
of the sun. possessor of 26 gold umbrellas and the 
pink elephant* and numerous other titles 

When the King and Queen were an their 
return trip they spent a few days ia Victoria 
They took over a floor in the Empress Hotel aad 
moved their party in with 36 pieces of baggage of 
various sizes. They walked about tbr city aad I 
watched them buy alarm clocks in tbr store of 
David Spencer Ltd. 

WREN THE: SECOND WIMILD WAR brake 
out Empress of Japan was taken over by Ihr 
Admiralty and renamed Empress of Scotland 
which name she retained until she ended her 
days in the boneyard. 

The war took a heavy toll of many of the fine 
passenger vessels, including the Empresses, and 
when the big planes, developed in the heat of 
battle to destroy the homes and industries of the 
combatants, were converted into ships in the 
sky. the day of luxury afloat ended as no one has 
time for travel by ship. 

So. the records of the Empress of Scotland 
IJapan) will go into record books that include 
Ihe dodo, the brontosaurus, the kings of Egypt 
and the old lady who lived in a shoe. 

HOWEVER. A NEW TYPE of ship has ap 
pea red on the horizon and delivers freight faster 
than the Empresses used to carry passenger It 
is the container ship and every once hi awhile 
they come to the Esquimau dry dock lw hr 
reconditioned. One. the Sea land Commerce 
shattered the Y'oknhama-V’ictoria record In 1973 
when she sliced more than two days from Un¬ 
remarkable voyage of the then Japan. 46 years 
before 

Sea land Commerce develops 126.666 horse 
power from boilers which produce steam at a 
pressure of 1.206 pounds to the square inch This 
is almost the power of 168.600 developed by Ihr 
greatest liner of alt time, the Queen Elizabeth 
which, when no other drydork could accom mo 
date her. came to Victoria for servicing in IM3 
She was driven by four four Mailed propellers 
while Scaland Commerce has two propellers 
each with five blades. She is *46 feet long and. as 
her beam is much less than the Lizzie's, her 
tonnage comes to 35.666 tons, contrasted to 63.66a 
tons. The Commerce can develop a speed of I* 
knots, whereas the Elizabeth was several knots 
slower

All along, I had thought I 
had started my newspapering 
selling The Victoria Times on 
downtown corner*. 

t roller skated to town from my home in 
Fairfield. I always hid the skates under a 
certain stairway while I sold the papers 

Sure enough one bad day the skates disap¬ 
peared — stolen, no doubt. It was a great tragedy 
in my young life, but it made me determined to 
double my sales so that I might buy new skates, 
which I did at Robinson's, no doubt paying It 
down and tl a week for four weeks — a monu 
mental flninrial transaction for a Id-vear-old 

FROM STREET-CORNER selling. I gradual 
ed into delivering The Times, first way out 
Gonrale* Point and south Oak Bay. and then 
right downtown, starting at the old Campbell 
Building, and finishing at the old Crystal Gar 
den 

Then Times editor B C. Nicholas took me 
onto his editorial staff. I was all set to write a 
weighty editorial, but they put me to filling paste 
pats, which riled me considerably. 

For a year I also delivered the paper, for my 
starting pay in editorial was $7.5® a week, and 
for delivering I received another tl2 a month 

JUST RECENTLY I discovered I was 
launched Into newspapering in a Victoria Eve 
ning Post bag. as witness the picture on this 
page Cntil I made a close examination I had 
thought it was a Times bag. 

Now, I'm not going to tell you when The 
Evening Post was published here. Why should I 
datr myself? If you'rr really interested you can 
find oui tor yourself, but. please, do not ask me. 
for I might be tempted to fib 

Suffice it to say it was in the time when 
Richard McBride was premier, and this was 
between I tat and 1915. That's all I tell 

This picture I found in an old trunk On the 
back, the Infant is identified as myself, and the 
youth holding the "kid" is Jack O'Keefe. 

The writing is my mother's. Jack O'Keefe 
was her "kid" brother, therefore my uncle He 
was bom In Victoria, the others in the O'Keefe 
family having been natives of Newfoundland 

THE PICTURE was taken in the backyard of 
my parents' first home, at the corner of Fairfield 
and Rupert, the latter now Quadra. The old 
cottage is still there, with the roar of traffic all 
around it. 

My Cade Jack — we called him Daks — I do 
not remember until he came home from the 
First World War. handsome and dashing in his 
lieutenant's uniform A bom teaser be was. 
always up to tricks with his nieces and nephews 
skylarking all the lime. He was our hero — he 
had fought In the trenches of France — and he 
was such great fun. 

Whether hr took me on his paper route I do 
not know any event I am convinced that it 
was that pa peg bag that pul printer's ink into my 
nostrils. The smell never to be erased. 

By golly - I think I have given a hint as to 
when The Fuming Post was published. 

It lasted less than a year, which is a mystery 
to me. for it was a very fine newspaper 

TO MY SURPRISE. I have found it was 
published by J. S. II. Matson, publisher of the 
Colonist, with William Blakemore as editor in 
chief and Charles Gibbons as managing editor 

The Post came out In the afternoons, in direct 
competition with the Times. 

Like the Colonist, the Post was Conservative 
the Times was Liberal 

It was an election year and I think the Post 
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IN A VICTORIA EVENING POST DELIA FRY BAG an infant was bitten by the newspaper bug 


came into being to lend additional support to 
Premier McBride and his Conservatives. 

In any event a few days after the election, in 
which McBride was returned, the Post died, 
without one word of explanation. 

I found very good reading in The Evening 
Post. 

GOVERNOR-GENERAL of Canada Earj 
Grey came to Victoria that year, and the Post 
fell all over him. 

He was a great British Imperialist, and he 
was alwaya giving “digs" to Canada for not 
lending more financial support to the British 
Navy He didn't call Canadians “spongers." not 
quite, but I think that is what he was getting at 

How he got away with it I do not know, for a 
governor-general is not supposed to go running 
around the country expressing politial opinions 

When Prime Minister Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
fought an election on reciprocity with the Cnfted 
States. Earl Grey openly opposed him. 

He said that reciprocity with the United 
Stairs would mean that Canada was selling her 
soul, and her honor, for a mess of Yankee 
dollars. 

Rudyard Kipling, the Bard of the Empire, 
heaved himself into this election campaign, op 
posing reciprocity. 

I feel sure Earl Grey put him up to it. though 
Kipling was an Englishman, living in England 


when he was not in India and Burma writing 
about the while man s burden somewhere east of 
Suer, where there ain't no Ten Commandments 
and a man can raise a thirst. 

I.AURIER. THOUGH he must have writhed 
in fury, held his tongue, because if he got into an 
argument with the G-G. the PM's political ene 
mies would have said — see — sure — this proves 
I-aurier wants to get rid of the King's represent a 
live and make Canada a republic, so that it could 
the more easily be gobbled up by Uncle Sam 

Earl Grey and Kipling won the day: out went 
I-aurier and in went Conservative Robert Bor 
den. 

The Evening Post made such a fuss over 
Grey 's visit here, particularly his speech to the 
Canadian Club, saying: “It was a red letter day 
— seated at the head table in the ballroom of the 
Empress Hotel were two men who occupy Ihe 
highest place in the esteem of all Canadians — 
Earl Grey and the Canadian High Commissioner 
in London 

"The latter, the venerable laird St rat henna 
was cheered to the echo, as was also His Excel 
lency the Gmcmor General 

“Among those at the head table were Lieulcn 
anl Governor James Dunsmuir. Premier 
McBride. Hon. R. G. Tallow. Ilcm. F. J Fulton, 
linn D. M Eberts Sir Edward Houston, general

lion. A. E. MePhOlips occupied the chair. 

Ilis Excellency made a deep impression 
when he asserted that what Canada and every 
other part of the British Empire needs is an 
endeavour to inculcate into our youth a more 
prfound conception of their duty to the King Em 
peror. 

“IT APPEARS TO HIM, he said, that the 
y oung men of the present day are far too self- 
centred. concerning themselves with nothing but 
themselves and their own comforts and plea 

sures. 

‘He said a strong effort should be made to 
overcome such a reprehensible tendency, and 
the first step in that direction should be to have 
physical and military training in every school in 
the Dominion of Canada. 

"He went on to say The idea id duty must 
saturate the character of our youth. If you bring 
up your youth with ideas of self-interest, you are 
training a nation which, when the day of the trial 
comes, will have to give place to some other 
nation which possesses finer ideals.’ 

“Earl Grey said it is plain to tee there is a 
crowing danger which threatens the freedom of 
the Empire, and that youth must be ready. 

“Hitherto, he said, the overseas Dominions 
have rested easy under the belief that the Mother 
Country is able to maintain the supremacy of the 
seas, but the day is here when the Mother 
Country must have the help of the Dominions in 
this great task. 

“Earl Grey then turned to immigration, say 
ing that what British Columbia needs most is 
more people to come here from Great Britain 
and help keep this province British to the core. 

“He said: ’When I see the vast resources, the 
rich opportunities, and the undeveloped wraith 
in British Columbia I long to see a larger influx 
of people coming here to live from the Mother 
land. 

“ ’I wish I could wake yon all up from the 
Fool's Paradise in which you now Hve. and make 
you realize that the Empire cannot be strong 
without your assistance.’ 

"As he sat down Earl Grey was cheered in 
one of the greatest ovations in this city's his 
lory.” 

THE GOVERNOR-GENERAL and the Count • 
ess Grey were honor guests at a Government 
House garden party, hosted by Lieutenant-Gov 
rmor and Mrs. James Dunsmuir, the Post not 
ing: “It was an event in Victoria's social life that 
w ill not soon be forgotten. 

“One of the most notable incidents of this 
function was the encounter of Lord Strath, ona 
and Dr. J. S. Helmcken. who had not seen each 
other for 20 years. 

'Both old servants of the Hudson’s Bay Com 
pany. they have much in common, and their 
conversation, animated and interspersed with 
anecdotes of olden times, spread over two hours, 
the two parting with promises to resume their 
intercourse before too long.” 

From here Earl and Countess Grey and their 
suite sailed in Ss. Princess Victoria to Seattle to 
see the Alaska-Yukon Pacific Exposition, and 
British Columbia got along with its general 
election, Richard McBride being told by the 
voters to keep right on occupying the premier s 
office. 

Liberal leader John Oliver went down to de 
feat in both Victoria and Delta. 

He said that made him happy, since he had 
become fed up with politics and only wanted to 
get out anyway. 

'The leadership of the Liberal Party in Brit 
ish Columbia." said he. “was forced upon me 
when Mr. J. A. Macdonald retired. I did not seek 
that honor, and accepted it not too willingly. 

From this time on, I am out of politics, onc e 
and for all. After this I will be merely a spectator 
of the political game. “The farm life is good 
enough for me." 

Oliver later took a second look, went back into 
active politics, was elected to the legislature, 
and became our premier in 1918, on the death of 
Harlan Carey Brewster Oliver, too. died in 
office in 1927. two day s after the Prince of Wales 
I Edw ard VIII. Duke of Windsor) called on him at 
his modest home on Fern Street.

Dining With a Sea Wolf 


Siirh wax Humphrey Van 
Weyden'* firxl impression of 
Wolf Larsen, the character 
made famous by Jack Lon¬ 
don's novel. The Sea Wolf. 
Larsen has fascinated local 
authors since 1904. Supposed¬ 
ly the novelist modelled his 
character on a well-known 
turn-of-the-century Victoria 
resident. Captain Alexander 
McLean. 

A* Is so often the case, the facts are more 
interesting than is the fiction. Ales McLean was 
interesting: London's sealing captain remains in 
our minds for one reason, his brate strength 

ALEXANDER MCLEAN'S reputation ha- 
nothing to do with his muscles. For. as Norman 
Hacking wrote In The Province a few years ago 
Alex McLean was “one of the most colorfu! 
characters in B.C maritime history." » “sealing 
skipper who won much notoriety for his many 
brushes with the law on the Alaska sealing 
grounds." 

Almost everyone who has written about 
Mcl/ran has told a different story. A certain 
number are obviously based on confusion. There 
were three McLeans sealing out af Victoria: two 
were brothers. Captains Daniel and Alexander 
McLean: a third. Captain Laughlin McLean, was 
no relation to the brothers. 

Daniel Mcl-ean was bom in Sydney. Cape 
Breton, in 1831. After sailing out of New York for 
a number of years, he came to the Pacific Coast 1 
sometime around 1889 Around this time he 
-ailed the waters of Alaska and British Columbia 
In the seven ton sloop Flyaway. At one point hr 
worked a placer claim near Juneau. Alaska, 
afterwards this became the Treadwell Mine, one 
of the richest mines of its time. 

In the Fall of 18X3. along with his brother 
Alex, hr took out the schooner San Diego from 
San Francisco and “made a fair catch and sold 
the skins in Victoria." Hr appears to have gone 
north every year after 1883. sailing in various 
ships, three of which were the Mary Ellen. 
Triumph and Edward E. Webster. In 1888 he 
broke all existing records by "securing" 4.268 
seal skins. He was never to do this well again In 
188k the American government ordered him out 
of thrir territory and he then hunted in Russian 
territory, or off the coast of Japan. Hr died in 
Victoria. Aug. «. 1899 of consumption 

Captain Laughlin McLean came from Prince 
Edward Island, where he was bom in 1833 
[.aughtyn McLean worked on the Atlantic sea 
hoard prior to coming to Victoria in 1886. It is 
said of this McLean that: "He has always met 
with success, and until 1804 his schooner had the 
record of being the only one of the fleet unmo¬ 
lested by the revenue cutters." 

In that year she was seized “on the very 
weak charge of not having her firearms properly 
sealed.” When the case was investigated, the 
seizure was "found to be entirely unwarranted, 
and the schooner was accordingly released 

Captain L. McLean was one of the "best 
informed men" on the sealing industry in this 
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province. Because he commanded the Fasorite 
also one time commanded by Captain Alex 
McLean, the two have been confused Captain 
Laughlin McLean sealed legally: the same can 
not be said for Alex McLean. 

Bom. as was his brother, at Sydney. Alex 
McLean went to sea at 14. In 1888 hr came to the 
Pacific ax second in command of the clipper 
Santa Clara. After that command, he w as “for a 
long time" first officer of the Sir James Douglas. 
“and for a short time" be was "in charge of the 
steamer Beaver. “ After this he was "engaged in 
various capacities on the Gertrude. Western 
.Slope. Pacific Slope and other British Columbia 
steamers." His first sealing was in 1883. when hr 
left San Francisco with the schooner San Diego 
which took out the first crew of white hunters 
engaged in the business. Hr look the Favorite 
north, “which he operated in partnership with 
Capt William Spring, continuing with him until 
the lime of Spring's death." His next command 
was the Mary Ellen, a ship he sailed for two 
seasons.

McLean's luck ran out Off Copper Island hi- 
ship was caught by the Russian man-of war 
Aleut. The Russians, tired of McLean's antics 
f apparently this was not the first time they'd run 
into him), began firing as soon as they were 
within range. 

McLean, not knowing the meaning of the 
word fear, continued to sail on. Hr might have 
made it too. for be was gaining on the manor 
war. if he had not lost his wind at a crucial 
moment. With the J. Hamilton Lewis's forerig 
ging shot away, the whole affair was soon over 

The captain and crew were put aboard the 
Aleut, which then towed the schooner to Petro 
paulovski. There the men were sent to Viadivos 
tok and thrown into gaol. Or they were to say 
later that they'd been gaoled; actually they were 
given the freedom of the city. 

Years later McLean would remember that 
bis men held shooting matches with Russian 
sailors: that be went horseback riding and drank 
with Russian naval officers. 

After four months in January. 1892. they 
were, for a yet unexplained reason, released 
The American consul at Nagasaki sent them to 
Yokohama, "and from there they went to Saif 
Francisco." 

ANYONE ELSE, but a mao of Alex 
McLean's calibre would have called it quits al 
this point. Instead. McLean falsified a new log 
book for the J. Hamilton Lewis. In this log he 
quite easily proved that he had been arrested in 
American waters. This, along with other con 
vincing documents, he sent to the American 
State Department For some reason, public de 
iqgnd probably — for hadn't an American citi¬ 
zen. on an American ship in American waters, 
been arrested by a European autocrat — John 
Hay took an interest in the affair. 

The outcome was that Ihe international Trif 
buna I at The Hague awarued (he Captain and 
crew of the J Hamilton Lewis $30.01*1 damage-. 
The financial benefits of being "legal impressed 
McLean, but not to the point of foolhardiness, lie 
y made sure that he was back in Canada before the 


l oiled States government rvali/ed that Mi l-ejn 
was a British citizen. 

After this McLean took the schooner Ro-e 
Sparks north: hr left her to rxprriment w ilh the 
Alexander, "the largest steam sealer on the 
Pacific Coast.” Finding her too expensive 
Mcl-ean sailed the Bonanza to the seal rookies in 
1884. For the next 14 years McLean continued to 
seal, while his legend grew. 

MUCH OF WHAT HAPPENED between 
1884 and 1908 has the tone of one of London > 
better short stories. At one point he was in the 
South Seas pearling It is said that he sailed into 
Apia. Samoa — alone. 

It is not known from where he came, but the 
distance was “1388 miles." As he sailed, his 
crew, man by man. died of y ellow fever. McLean 
calmly threw the bodies overboard and eonlin 
ued sailing. Another version has the distance as- 
2.818 miles and one man surv iving along * ilb the 
captain: since this is McLean's version it may be 
worth believ ing. , 

In 1988 McLean said enough to sealing. It 
wax probably time; he had sailed under four 
flags: American. Canadian. Mexican and Japa 
nese. Except for the experience with the Aleut, 
he had managed to stay out of gaol, but hr may 
have felt that his luck was running out So far a- 
his pocketbook was concerned. Mcl/ean had not 
done badly as a sealer. One writer claims that 
McLean had average $23,808 yearly on his seal 
ing ventures. This, like so much else concerning 
McLean’s exploits may be pure fiction. 

Personally I believe almost nothing of what 
I've read about McLean. The people that offer 
"eye-witness" accounts were children in 1988; 
others only quote other writers and. in turn, 
make the same mistakes. More importantly 
none of the men interviewed, or the writers 
themselves, were personal friends of McLean's 
Men who sailed with McLean were boat-puller- 
hunters or crew members. No matter how small 
the vessel, an invisible wall separates-captain 
and crew. 

THERE IS ONE SI RE fact Alex McLean 
died. Aug. 26. 1911. When he died, and he 
drowned while trying to board his tug. Ihe Favor 
ile. in False Creek, he was living in the Stanley 
Rooms. Pender and Burrard. in Vancouver. Hr 
was either 3a or 62 (his death certificate stales he 
was born about 1832): the irony is that having 
sailed some of the roughest seas in the world, be 
met his end in three feet of water. 

A few of the writers to write about McLean 
and London have implied, if not staled, that the 
two men were friends. This “story" stems from 
a printed interview with McLean in 1913! "Some 
six years ago a well-setup, rough and tumble sort 
of man" presented “a certain skipper ... w ith a 
box of cigars" As he did so. he was supposed to 
have said: Take that with you captain, there's a 
book in there, as well as cigars. Alpen the box 
when you're two weeks out and read the book." 

This “man" w as. according to McLean. Jack 
lamdon The other side of the story is to be found 
in Irving Stone's biography of London, "writing 
his thousand words a day on The Sea Wolf, the 
main character of which was based on Captain 
Alex McClean (sic), of whose amazing exploits 
he had heard while he was on the Sophie Slither 
land ” 

There is one little book which tells a quiet 
story about McLean: furthermore it throws a 
curiously subdued light on one night in Victoria's 
history. In Chinook Days. Tom Mclnnes writes of 
A Night with the Sea Wolf. This book, as well as 
its author, are all but forgotten today . Both

TOM MrINNES on bom at Dresden. On tar 
in. on Ort 29. 18*7 Hr was the son of Senator 
Thomas Robert Mrlnnrs later (11*7 1*00) lira 
o noni governor of- British Columbia. Tom 
Mclnnro graduated from the University of To¬ 
ronto in 1000; in 10*1 be was called to the bar of 
B.C. During 1000-17 be acted as Secretary to the 
Bering (sir) Sea Claims Committee. Mclnnrs 
was private secretary to Government House 
while his father was lieutenant-governor at the 
same time he was involved with tbe Dominion 
Salmon Fisheries Committee. Later he helped 
draft the Canadian Immigration Act (under the 
instructions of the lien. Frank Oliver), and the 
Ami Narcotics Act (under the instructions of W. 
L King) Mrlnnrs also complied a history of the 
Port of Vancouver which was "withheld from 
publication through adverse influences during 
the Vancouver Jubilee." As well as all of this, he 
wav in the Klondike during the Gold Rush, where 
it is said, "he played the piano in a Ska gw ay 
dance hall one winter." 

At a later point in his life, Mrlnnrs found 
himself in Canton. China. He was broke and 
noting the impossible congestion in the narrow 
streets of the world's most congested city . . . 
Mclnnev determined to make money by a sy stem 
of modem transportation. Ills first step was to 
demand tit* to explain his ideas to the city's 
council. He then told the council that he wanted 
to tear down the walLs, "rip out whole streets.' 
and install an electric railway system. When 
asked about the costs involved. Mrlnnrs "coun¬ 
tered with a demand for a 2.000 deposit to cover 
the expenses of a Vancouver engineer's trip to 
prepare estimates.” Surprisingly H all worked 
out: Canton got street cars and for a number of 
years Mrlnnrs served as the company 's direc¬ 
tor. t 

HE WAS ALSO a once well known poet. W 
P. Percival. writing of Mclnnev in 1917. railed 
him "the great unknown of Canadian poetry , 
though one of the few whose work is likely to hr 
read by future generations." This prophecy has 
yet to materialize, (hough today bis books are 
prized by collectors. 

It was this may-sided man. who met McLean 
three times. Each time was a September, first in 
IMC. He and a friend were having a cocktail 
before dinner in Victoria's Garrick Head, when 
the bartender approached them. There was a 
man at the bar. said the bartender, trtio wanted 
to speak to Mclnnev It was Alex McLean: "Hf 
was slim. trim, medium height, with very broad 
shoulders blue eyes and a unusually large red¬ 
dish brown moustache." Everyone remembers 
Mcl-ean’s moustache — he wore it unually long 
(as did Daniel McLean) and. it is said, he could 
lie the ends behind his head. 

ONE STORY, told with many variations, has 
it that McLean once got in a Tight and his 
opponent tore (or rut) off half of his moustache. 
Then, as a final touch, he threw McLean over¬ 
board. Disgruntled. MrLran swam back to his 
own vessel. Once aboard he began brooding: 
unable to think of anything better in the way of 
revenge, he loaded the ship's cannon with spuds 
and bombarded his erstwhile opponent. Nothing 
was proven really, but that his aim. drunk as he 
must have been was still near perfect. 


On tbe night he joined Mclnnet, McLean was 
calm — and sober. The reason be wanted to meet 
Mel ewes was obvious. Mrlnnrs was then secre¬ 
tary to the Bering Sea Commission, and McLean 
one of its most important witnesses. At this time 
McLean was also involved in buying the Carmen 
rlta, a sister ship of Robert Louis Stevenson's 
Casco. It was with "this Cazmracfta that 
McLean limped back into Victoria with the 
biggest cargo of sealskins ever taken ..." Ac¬ 
cording to Mrlnnrs, this vessel was then an 
< bored in the Gorge; so McLean did not buy It 
in Alameda, as so many authors have stated 
Captain McLean asked ns to have dinner 
with him But George bad a pressing affair that 
night and left, promising, if possible, to look as 
up later at the Poodle Dog. So McLean and I 
went there alone." 

In IfM the Poodle Dog was run by Louis 
Marboruf; the hotel and restaurant were located 
at 49 Yates, between Government and Broad 
Mrlnnrs writes: "The Poodle Dog of that time, 
of course, is no more. It could not be; it belonged 
to a politer age. and one vastly more at ease with 
itself. Wine was cheap; love was free. Louis 
Marboruf was of Ihr old school. In which cookery 
was reckoned with the fine arts and dishes were 
prepared with the same care one gives to the 
structure of a sonnet. The traditions of the place 
had not yet vanished in the goble-and-grt-out 
jtmosphere ... of today." 

The cook "had a ravishing way of cooking 
mussels, which were then in season. And we 
were told that two fine Mur grouse had Just been 
received. There was no law against serving 
them. Then . . I looking around to see who else 
might be there. And in one dim corner of that 
dim kafay (sic) I saw Vanilla. Her glance and 
smile were enough to light it up for me .." 

MrINNES GOES ON to say that be had 
know n Vanilla "elsewhere as one of tbe quality " 
and that she was now living in "reduced eirem 
stances." He had helped her and “her troubles 
had left her sweeter than in her rariter years: as 
one may find a ripe hot berry in July sweeter by 
far than the tart impudence of the berries in 
early June. " It must have bora a forgone con 
elusion that the three would dine together. 

Even though I knew identifying Vanilla 
would be impossible. 1 could not resist the urge 
to leaf through an 18*2 Victoria City Directory 
Even if she had been in Victoria four years after 
her meeting with the men. I’m sure her real 
name was not Vanilla. I did learn that Mclnnrs 
was then living at HO Michigan Street. One A. 
Mcla-an. sealer, lived at the Railroad Hotel, then 
run by John Brgg and located at M Johnson 
Street. These addresses give ns an idea of where 
the men had come from prior to their meeting at 
the Garrick Head. Reading, as I was. brought to 
surface another old rumor — that MrLran was 
married and he had a daughter. 

There h a Mrs. Alex McLean listed as liv ing 
at 139 Cadboro Bay Road in 1892. Was this. I 
wondered, the right Mrs. McLean? She turned 
out not to be: several years earlier she is listed 
as a widow. But this led me elsewhere. Sure 
enough in the Times of Nov. 29. l»M. there is a 
note lo the effect that at I# that morning. Captain 
Alex McLean of Nova Scotia had married Miss 
Lucy Dolphine. formerly of Louisiana. I'.S.A 

There are any number of stories about his 
wife and their daughter. They linger in the 
background: since every residence which 
McLean is listed as one bit of evidence that she 


did live with MrLran is in the CtfnaMafOrt M. 
1891. When it was learned la Vancouver that 
McLean was free from his Rmsisw "penra" 
Mrs. McLean left on the Walla WaHa hr Saw 
Francisco. He had it Irgrsph d her In me et him 
there.

Mclnnrs continued the discussion by le d mg 
Me Iran that London had pr o bnM y taken Ms 
"proven valor and skiB." then "Mended M with 
what he knew of Bloddy Fritz Hansen. Me Ger 
man captain, and Sapioza. the half Ch ine s e half 
Filipino smuggler, sare known an Ihr Ameri c an 
stretch of tbe Pacific as the KJag of the Optwm 
Ring." Mrlnnrs felt that MrLran dM not "qritr 
understand" this line of re a son i n g . McLean, m 
Mdnnrs's opinion, was an honest and fatr nun 
with his crew. Yet, aa bring asked haw hr 
controlled his crew at sea. McLean aatwtred: 
"Mar. I always carry enough handcuffs on my 
ship fur Ihr whole crew; and I have never sailed 
with a crew that I could not pm the hnndtndli 
no" 

SO, IN 1M or 19*7 H is fairly obvious Mm 
M< Iran did not know Jack L eadoa. nor fid 

Mclnnrs. who could have met Mm M die Dm 
dike Gold Rush Yet in 1911. McLean was quoted 
as say ing that he and London “are *md enough 
friends now." Strange; there was no re a son for 
McLean lo know London. yet the latter would 
certainly have heard of the exploits of McLean 

By 1889. when London was 12. MrLran was 
already a legend on the Pacific Coast — partie u 
larty in San Francisco wbrrr hr did ntnrh of Mo 
wheeling and dealing. In I MU Jack Leadra 
bought his first skiff and began exploring Ana 
Francisco Bay. In 1891 be bought tbe Rzz/Jr 
Dazzle and became, in his own words, aa oyster 
pirate. If one ran believe bis own stories, he 
became something of a legend Mmseff. He was 
the Prince of the Oyster Pirates;" a mere Ms 
vailing his own vessle with his mistress aboard 
ashore he drank with men two and three times 
his age and all the time held Ms oww. Yet this 
wasn't enough: at 17 London shipped an the 
•ralcr Sophie Sutherland: hr urm osg as aa 
aMe bodied seaman, even though he'd never 
sailed outside of the Golden Gale. When the trip 
w as ov er, and the skins sold at San Fr a n c I tea. 
he'd had his fill of sailing before the mast. HFs 
next venture was a job in a jute mill. 

HERE I CANT HELP wondering if the hay 
pirate had not tried la become aa Alex McLean'’ 
Nine years later, having soM The Cat of the 
Wind, as well as a number of other stories, be 
bought a small sloop, the Spray Aboard dws 
sloop, remembeing bis seven month cruise on 
the Sophie Sutherland, and rediscovering Ms ntd 
haunts in the Bay. be began writing The Sea 
Hof/.

autobiographical. it is unlikely dial he modelled 
Wolf Larsen on anyone but himself - if he'd 
become a “Sea Wolf." 

Mrlnnes may be right; be may have had 
Bloddy Fritz Hansen and Sapinza in mind. The 
llansen in question was probably Bully Hansen 
lor Male Hansen), first officer aboard the Heap 
er. a notorious west coast hell ship. It was 
llansen who boasted that he killed a man an 
every voyage- This type of brutality, brainless 
and v intent for its own sake, is a great distance 
from Wolf Larsen's and the type that appealed to 
I.ondon The man Mclnnes met sounds more like 
I endow a drinker, a story teller with an eye for 
beautiful women, such as Vanilla. 

For in the Poodle Dog. McLean's “manner 
was gentle, and bis words carefully chosen." The 
three drank a wine they called Partridge Eye. a 
sparkling pink wine “like tourmaline come alive 
for color, it had a heavy fruity flavor." Al some 
point. McLean look oat of his packet a chamois 
hag. Opening K, he rolled 11 pearls out on to the 
■able. 

All but two of the pearls were round, rather 
large and a creamy color. “Two were like 
clouds of indigo touched with the moon as you 
turned them.”

McLean reached the 
island, entered the harbor and began prarting. 
All went well until the afternoon of the third day. 
Then, about four, smoke was noticed on the 
horizon. Knowing it to be from the gunboat's 
stacks. McLean and his crew threw everything 
overboard. "They'd been lucky; there were 
many very fine pearls. These they inbedded and 
covered hi the pitch of the ship's seams " 

When the gunboat arrived. It found a harm¬ 
less trading vessel, “preparing to send some 
men ashore for a supply of cocoa nuts, and 
intending to catch some fresh fish along the 
reefs," The French captain didn't swallow 
McLean's story. The schooner was ordered to 
cast off; they were then forced to follow the 
gunboat to a police and penal station on a distant 
island.

Capt. Lay was 
able lo announce over the. loud 
speakers: "We have a good chance

minutes after the first explosion, 
was greeted by cheers from the 
flight deck. 

Two other destroyer. f/MCS Al¬ 
gonquin and ff.MS Vigilant, were 
detailed to protect the disabled 
Nabob and Bickerton. the Kemp 
I home having gone down in the 
meantime. From Commander in- 
Chief Home Fleet, Sir Harry Moore, 
came the order that both the flattop 
and the destroyer were to be sunk if 
(hey could not raise steam. Minutes 
laler. a torpedo from' HMS Vigilant 
smashed into the Bickerton’s flank 
As a MO-foot high column of water 
si>ared skyward, the dying DE list¬ 
ed farther to starboard, then 
slipped under stern-first. 

That left Nabob dead in the 
water and rapidly running out of 
time. But, four hours after being 
torpedoed, she remained afloat Not 
only was she afloat but she was 
making headway — all of three 
knots — and heading for Scotland. 
1 100 miles distant. 

THAT NIGHT, despite her five- 
deslroyer escort, another U-boat 
dosed for the kill, when, ignoring 
the slope of her flight deck, two 
Avenger aircraft, piloted by LL- 
( mdr Robert Bradshaw and Sub.- 
Lt. Donald Jupp. were catapulted 
into Ihe darkness. For hours, they 
tracked the submarine, which man¬ 
aged to gel w ithin 1.000 yards of the 
Nabob before being driven off. 
When Bradshaw and Jupp landed 
on the flattop's deck the fog was so 
dense that the "stern of the ship 
could not be seen from the bridge." 
Although one of the Avengers 
'< rash landed its pilot escaped unin¬ 
jured. 

After the Algonquin removed 203 


non-essential ratings, those left 
aboard the carrier spent the next 
two days in reinforcing the hull and 
further lightening her stern by jet¬ 
tisoning her five inch guns, bombs 
and miilcs. 

Three days after she was torpe¬ 
doed, HUS Nabob fought her sec¬ 
ond battle for survival when caught 
in a .1.1 knot southwest gale. For 
those still aboard, the ordeal was 
aggravated by the fear that 75 yel¬ 
low dinghies which had been re¬ 
moved from aircraft and lashed on 
dock might be swept away. If a 
weakened bulkhead should col¬ 
lapse, these rafts were their only 
hope of rescue. 

But HUS Nabob was destined to 
survive both torpedo and storm. 
Five days laler she limped into the 
shelter of Scapa Flow. Between- 
decks. the bodies of her 21 dead, 
three of them from B.C., remained 
trapped 

SADLY. ALTHOUGH NABOB'S 
epic flight was ended, so was her 
naval career. “If sentiment had 
prevailed," noted an article in a 
I9.j« issue of the RCN magazine. 
The Crow sliest, “the wounded 
, Nabob, which had stoutly survived 
a • 1,100-mile journey through 
stortny seas, would have been re¬ 
stored to service. But the torpedo 
damage was too great and economy 
demanded that she be withdrawn 
from service .. 

Decommissioned, the Nabob 
was cannibalized of all serviceable 
armament and equipment. Two 
years after the war, her gutted hull 
was sold to a Netherlands firm and 
lowed to Rotterdam, where her 
flight deck was torched away. But 
Nabob, which had been accompan 
ied to the breakers’ yard by the 
broken frigates Halstead, Ek/ns 
and Duff, did not share their fate in 
the melting pot. For her owners had 
decided that her hull, jbr alt of the 
damage sustained by the torpedo, 
was worth saving. WBen repaired 
she was placed on the block. But 
three years passed before she was 


bought by the North German Lfoyd 
lane, rebuilt as a cargo ship, and 
placed in the service for which she 
originally had been intended. 

IN BONOB of her wartime ser 
vice, her German owners retained 
her name. Fittingly, her first voy¬ 
age as a commercial carrier was to 
Canada with ■ cargo of grain. 

Placed on a regular run between 
Europe and the west coast, the 
merchantman Nabob was spotted 
in Vancouver in August of 19*2 by 
city coroner Capt. Glen McDonald. 
According to the Province. McDou 
aid could not believe his eyes when 
he saw her berthed al Ballantyne 
Pier. 

“1 thought she was made into 
razor blades long ago." said 
McDonald, who had joined her in 
Liverpool in April. 1911. and had 
been aboard whim she was hit. “But 
that's her all right." As proof of her 
identity. Nabob still carried ihe 
dent in her bows “where we hit the 
gate vessel in the Firth of Forth." 

On the day of McDonald's disco¬ 
very. the Dutchman SS R aki was 
docked a hundred yards away. 
Originally HUS Begum. Ihe Raki 
had been built in the same Tacoma 
shipyard, bad been converted in 
Burrard Drydock, as was Nabob. 
and had served during the war as an 
aircraft carrier. 

Two years after, during a re¬ 
union of her wartime crew which 
had been organized by McDonald, it 
was learned that her master. Capt. 
Karl Kuhlig. had served in the Ger¬ 
man catapult vessel Friesenland. 
On that memorable afternoon of 20 
years before, the Friesenland bad 
been Just 50 miles away from the 
site of the Nabob’s torpedoeing. 

Besides being a merchantman, 
the Nabob also served as Ihe Lloyd 
Line’s training ship for cadet 
officers. 

Now, as the SS GJ ory, HUS 
Nabob has gone to Ihe shipbreakers 
for a second time in M years. But, 
this time, there will be no reprieve.

ALTHOUGH OWNED by the 
Royal Navy, having been acquired 
from the United States as part of 
the US. lend lease program. Nabob 
was commanded and manned by 
Canadians. Great Britain needed 
escort carriers but could not man 
them. Canada wanted carriers but 
could not obtain them from the 
Americans as she did not partici¬ 
pate in lend-lea.se. 

The obvious answer was for the 
Royal Navy to acquire two freight 
. rrs being built on the west coast, 
equip and commission them as the 
aircraft carriers Nabob and Punch 
er. and man them with members of 
the RCN. 

Thus, on Sept. 7. 1MJ. HUS 
Nabob steamed into Burrard Dry; 
dock. Vancouver, for conversion to' 
an escort carrier. But. upon com 
plctkw of refit, the IJ.MO loo war¬ 
rior suffered an ignominious start 
to her naval career. Under com 
mend of Capt. Horatio Nelson Lay. 
she grounded on the sand heads al 
the mouth of the Fraser while 
undergoing sea trials. Damage, for¬ 
tunately. was slight and. in due 
course. Nabob sailed for Norfolk 
and New York via the Panama 
Canal. After loading aircraft menu 
Pictured in the U.S. fur the RAF', 
-he proceeded to England 

BECAUSE CANADIAN exper¬ 
tise in naval aviation was scant. ITS 
aircrew and air maintenance per 
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Her electrical equipment short 
circuited by the blast. Nabob lost 
headway and began to sink by the 
stern. When she had settled 17 feet, 
and waves washed over ber qttar 
terdeck. Capt. lay gave the order 
for all hands to prepare to abandon 
ship. 

Men scurried about her sloping 
decks, lowered lifeboats and 
dropped rubber liferafts over the 
side. There was no panic, despite 
the knowledge that the carrier's 
forward tanks held 700.000 gallons 
of volatile aviation gas. 

Seven minutes after the lorpi-do 
ripped into her belly. Nabob was 
shaken by a second blast. Ironical 
ly. she suffered only from concus¬ 
sion as the torpedo, which had been 
intended to finish her off. found its 
marks in one of her escorts, the 
destroyer Bfrkerton. Minutes be 
fore, HUS Kempthome had been 
crippled by a torpedo and was 
sinking. 

A third torpedo intended for the 
carrier was detected by her still 
functioning listening devices as it 
sped harmlessly by. 

Below decks, damage parties re 
mairved oblivious to the continuing 
drama on the surface as they 
braved the darkness to close* 
hatches and doors and seal off com 
partments. Others did "a magnifi 
cent job” by shoring bulkheads and 
restoring power to run her vrntilat . 
ing fans. As members of her engine 
room crew returned to their posts 
and deck crews jettisoned her guns 
to lighten her stern, the- wounded 
were placed on stretchers in the 
canteen. 

TWENTY YEARS AFTER that 
hectic night, the officer in charge of 
the damage parties recalled their 
rare dgainl time: "We were hit in 
the one place we could take it." 
CapC Cecil Irvin Hinchcliffe of Vic¬ 
toria (then a commander) re 
called. "F'or the first two or three 
mfnutes we didn't know if she was 
going to keep on going down. We 
just carried on. There w as a certain 
amount of confusion, but there was 
definitely no panic."

For It years Earl has paraded up and down 
his little atrip of Douglas Street, doing his thing 
and by gestures, stunts and gimmicks has drawn 
, the attention of thousands of passing motorists to 
the Red Lion Motor Inn, which stands a few 
yards away from the pavement on which he 
performs. And what a performance it Is! As he 
says of himself without undue modest: 

"I'M DOING THE SAME job as Red Kkel 
ton, but not for the same payt" The point is well 
taken for It Is obvious that Earl la a natural ham 
That Is why be derives so much enjoyment from 
his Job. Other reasons are the regular hours and 
freedom from mental and nervous tension, al 
though the physical toil la far from minimal. 

lie likes, too, the regular hours In the open 
air, In spite of the mud, dust and gasoline fumes 
Rut he takes It all la his stride for that Is part of 
his philosophy. 

“How did you happen to get this job?" I 
asked during the interview. “Have you ever done 
this sort of thing bcforeT” 

In reply Earl told me that he used to do the 
same work for King Arthur's Den on Blanshard 
Street and It waa there that he designed his 
costume and tried many of the stunts that he still 
uses. He was very successful until the restaurant 
closed down and he was out of a Job 

He went to see the manager of the Red l.ion 
Inn, which had recently opened, but was getting 
very little business because It was away from the 
rente of town and too far back from the road 
Dressed In his striking costume and carrying 
a briefcase Earl was an impressive sight and hr 
was finally able to talk the manager into giving 
him the Job (even though the briefcase turned 
out to be empty!) The latter told people that he 
had hired Earl for a couple of weeks because he 
had tried everything else without any luck so he 
would take a chance on Earl out of desperation 
As It happened his new employee was an 
Instant success and business was soon booming 
at the establishment. 

Before long the manager bought an old shiny 
black Rolls Royce for Earl to drive. Like all 
English cars, It had a right hand drive, whkh 
must have been difficult to drive, but Karl had no 
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trouble with It. What a dashing sight he must 
have been, driving through the streets of Vic 
torla in his handsome vehicle with a very realls 
tic lion's head protruding from the rear window' 

EARL IS VERY POPI'l JtR with the tourists 
and with wedding parties he has driven lie has 
won the regard of various notable figures; the 
kids, too. think he la great. Many young peoplr 
who are his friends today remember him from 
the time when they were little tykes and some 
times got In his hair. He has been photographed 
many times (with and without the Rolls Royce!) 
and the picture have been made Into advertising 
posters In England and Australia, as well as In 
most Canadian provinces. f 

Earl has contributed to tne success of sever 
al charities. In IM6 he walked 29 miles In the 
Miles for Millions trek, although the last few 
miles he was hobbling and the toenail he lost on 
that occasion has never grown again. 

in the same year he distributed toys to needy 
families sponsored by the Colonist 900 Fund 

His most striking feat, however, was per 
formed during the Red Feather campaign when 
he spent 2t days and nights on the lop of the 
Mayfair Towir. That must have been a period of 
considerable discomfort, with a makeshift bed 
and few of the comforts of home. Ills food was 
sent up In a basket; the money collected arrived 
the same way. The campaign, sponsored by the 
Red Lion, was a great success, but he was glad to 
return to terra (Irma. 

Earl's nickname at the Inn, by the way is 
EARTHQUAKE, because he shakes up llic 
sleepy morning scene like that phenomenon of 
Nature. 

BEFORE COMING TO B.C. Earl had quite a 
checkered career, beginning when, as a young¬ 
ster of 19, he herded cows on the prairies, 
sometimes as many as 200 In a herd. From that 
Job he went on to shepherding a huge flock of 
2,900 sheep, aided by one sheep dog that he had 
trained himself. 8o well trained was that dug and 
so great the love between the two that the animal 
seemed almost human, he was so obedient and 
trustworthy. 

When he moved to B.C. In 1019 Earl worked 
In the shipyards during the war. At that time he 
became Scout leader of the 1st Eaqulmalt Patrol 
which met at St. Paul's Church Hall. Under his 
leadership the patrol became a crack troop 
which carried off the trophy for several years In 
succession. 

During the war Earl and his wife had a 
houseful of children in their home on Paradise 
Street, for besides their own four, his sister In 
law and her family of three stayed there while 
his bepther was overseas. 

In 1048 Earl and his family moved back to 
Alberta because of the unemployment situation 
They stayed there for 12 years while he earned a 
living as a salesman, selling everything from 
securities to cars. That period was hard on him 
because he had no regular hours and It was 
tension producing, so much so that he had a 
heart attack, followed by a nervous breakdown 
On his doctor's advice Ihe family moved bark to 
B.C. where he got his job at the Red Lion Inn 


This Job seems to sulk his ebullient personality 
completely and he has a very relaxed attitude 
towards It. 

DURING HIS II YEARS at the Inn Earl has 
played different roles to attract Ihe passing 
motorist. Every Christmas he dons his Santa 
Claus suit and al New Year's he appears ns 
Father Time, complete with long while hair and 
beard and carrying a scythe. 

His moat demanding role, which displayed 
his amaring versallty, was assumed last Febru- 
ary when, aided by a wig and a Simulated 
bosom made from rolls of toilet tissue, hr 
played ihe part of the ugly sister In Ihe Sweet 
Lrllanl production so convincingly that the audl 
rnre at the Hawaiian Luau held al the Inn look 
him for the lady who trained the Hawaiian 
dancers. 

Soon after the performance, however, Earl 
had to lay off work and go on compensation for 
an injury suffered in an accident almost a year 
previously. (He had carried on all that time w ith 
the aid of paln-kllles.) In April he had Ihe 
operation for a “squashed" disc, which had to be 
trimmed. Without the operation he would be 
unable to work today. But now he Is as good as 
new and back at the old stand attracting visitors 
to the Red Lion Inn. 

HIS FASCINATION with show business 
began when Earl was a small boy living In 
Medicine Hat, Where he grew up. They had three 
circuses a year In that town and he was In his 
element the day the circus arrived. He purlieu 
larly admired the ring master In his dashing 
costume. (Could that be where he derived Ihe 
Insplralon for the outfit he wears as the Duke of 
Levity?) Like small boys the world over In- 
worked his way Into the Big Top by watering Ihe 
elephants, hauling the water from the nearby 
Saskatchewan River. He was a lad of nine or 10 
al Ihe time and his most exciting memory Is of 
being given a ride around the grounds by the 
great P. T. Barnum himself! 

Another world-famous character hr encoun¬ 
tered was lloudlnl, whose props hr helped tu load 
on the dray which hauled him to Ihe Empress 
Theatre. 

Some years later Earl used to lake purl In 
vaudeville shows working across Canada These 
shows Included The KaUenjammcr Kids, The 
Dumbells and The Mikado. As a boy soprano lie 
sang with Ihe Portland Boys’ Choir. 

About this time his mother begin training 
amateur theatrical groups which want from 
town to town performing for local audiences 
Earl, of course, went along as part of the troupe, 
starring In The Deacon Slips and other plays 

From these early experiences to the Earl of 
Levity may seem a far cry, but his Job provides 
an outlet for the actor In him. As he suys of 
himself with a grin: "I'm a nut. but Fm a happy 
nut!” 


At Ihe time this was written Earl was on the 
point of celebrating his 70th birthday — though 
It's hard to believe) Long may he flourish to 
brighten the local scene and to attract carloads 
of tourists to enjoy his antics as the Earl of 
Levity!
